TWENTY-FIVE CENT QUININE A 
REALITY. 


‘It has ceased to be a question whether 
or not quinine would sell at twenty- 
fivecents per ounce. Within the past 
week holders have freely offered to sell 
in one or two hundred ounce lots to 
the regular trade, throughout the 
country, at twenty-five cents, and some 
business has been done on that basis. 
Speculative buyers manifest little in- 
terest in the matter, and though there 
are rumors of sales of considerable 
quantities to outside investors, the 
only transaction of the kind that can 
be positively traced, was the sale of 
one lot of a thousand ounces at twenty- 
five cents, to a speculator who at first 
offered to take five thousand ounces at 
that price. Another would-be buyer 


fer were completed. 

What has caused outside holders to 
display such haste to unburden them- 
selves, is not quite clear at this writ- 
ing. Several reasons are assigned, 
among which the most plausible are 
(1) that the foreign manufacturers, of 
even the favorite brands, have shown 
thatthey lack faith in the future of 
the article, by offering freely for ship- 
ment as far ahead as September at the 
equivalent of twenty-five cents; and 
(2) that certain large speculative hold- 
ers in London are forcing stock on that 
market and have accepted less than a 
shilling an ounce for a considerable 
quantity within the past few days. It 
is further stated that these holders 
contemplate throwing all of their 
stock on the market, having become 
thoroughly disheartened by the very 
unfavorable outlook for quinine. 
though it has not been positively as- 
serted, it is possible that the determi- 
nation to unload, which appears to 
have been reached by one at least of 
the chief outside holders in London, 
was hastened by the recent collapse of 
the copper syndicate, in which, it was 
reported some time ago, he was largely 
interested. The continued decline in 
the values of bark, at the London auc- 
tions, is believed. to be the impelling 
cause of the offers of foreign manufac- 
turers to sell futures at the low price 
of twenty-five cents. It indicates, 
seemingly, a continuance of the policy 
of selling short, previously referred to, 
for the purpose of equalizing the losses 
they are supposed to sustain at the 
rates now current for prompt delivery. 

At the present writing there is noth- 
ing encouraging in the prospect ahead, 
except it be the possibility of a combi- 
nation among the manufacturers, and 
on that—as the course now being pur- 
sued by both outside holders and the 
foreign manufacturers themselves 
would indicate—very little reliance is 
placed by many, and none at_.all by 
another considerable number of the in- 
terested. Opinion in some cases in- 
clines to the belief that the market for 
quinine must go lower before there 
can be a reaction, but how much 
lower no one, at this time, cares to 
predict. That a reaction must come 
sooner or later, every one believes or 
hopes, but the great uncertainty re- 
garding the disposition of the outside 
holdings—which a rough estimate has 
placed at the indefinite figure of ‘‘mil- 
lions of ounces”—tends to make the 
date of areaction exceedingly remote. 
Acombination of the manufacturers 
would hasten, if not immediately lead 
to,a recovery in the market, but that is 
believed to be possible only in the 
event that an agreement subscrihed to 
by every manufacturer in the world, is 
positively concluded. There are seve- 
ral reasons why it is believed that such 
a contingency, though possible, is not 
probable. Among them is the well 
known antipathy of certain foreign 
manufacturers toward others who 
would have to be included in the com- 
bination, and of the removal of which 


evidence. Again, certain of the Amer- 
ican manufacturrrs, as it is well 
known, are strongly opposed to bind- 
ing themselves by a positive agree- 
ment to observe any particular line of 
action, and without such agreement 
on their part an international combi- 
nation would appear to be of small 
value, while a syndicate whose powers 
were confined exclusively to Europe, 
could scarcely expect to accomplish 
what is desired. Since theabove was 
written, reports have gained currency 
to the effect that. the depression is due 
in part, at least, to bearish influence, 
exerted by would-be buyers. It is 
further stated that the decline was 
precipitated by the sale, by a bank, of 
a quantity of quinine, held as collat- 
eral, at twenty-four cents,

THE PROPRIETARY GOODS ASSO- 
CLATION. 

As the report published on another 
page of this issue will show, the Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers and Dealers 
in Proprietary Articles at its meeting 
on Thursday last considered several 
matters of importance both to the job- 
bing and retail drug trade. The con- 
ditions under which it is proper for a 
proprietor to furnish new wrappers to 
rehabilitate goods soiled in shipment 
or in stock, or to allow for the breakage 
of bottles, constitute a much vexed 
question upon which proprietors and 
distributors have never been entirely 
in harmony. The jobbers way per- 
haps acknowledge the equity of the 
position taken by the least liberal 
manufacturer in regard to allowance 
for damages occurring through no fault 
of his, but the retail trade have made 
demands upon wholesalers that were 
not easily satisfied except by actual 
allowances which doubtless constitute 
a considerable tax upon the distribu- 
tor.As a jobber present at the meeting 
stated, the wholesale trade do not de- 
mand that the proprietor shall accede 
to all of the demands made upon him, 
as a matter of right, but they ask him 
to exercise as much generosity as possi- 
ble in reimbursing them for the allow- 
ances they are compelledto make to 
retailers in order to hold their trade. 
There is no complaint, we believe, that 
proprietors generally have failed hith- 
erto to show a fairly liberal spirit in 
this matter, and the _ resolutions 
adopted at the meeting Thursday will 
not affect previous custom. They will, 
however, enable the manufacturer to 
gracefully decline, under the ‘‘ rules of 
the association,” to grant requests for 
allowances which are obvious attempts 
to impose upon good nature—and such 
requests are by no means infrequent 
in the experience of every proprietor. 
The hope of securing a fair freight 
classification from transportation com- 
panies seems to spiing eternal in the 
breast of every proprietor, as it does in 
that of every jobbing druggist or other 
shipper. Being thusinspired the asso- 
ciation is encouraged to continue its 
efforts to move the classification com- 
mittee of the trunk lines to make some 
fair and resonable changes. It is pos- 
sible that the combined efforts of this 
association, and the N. W. D. A. may 
accomplish something, but past experi- 
ences do not encourage the hope of 
early relief from the present unfair 
schedule, which is rendered even more 
burdensome by the operations of the 
Inter-State commerce law. 
The most important question brought 
before the meeting was introduced by 
the jobbing elementand related tothe 
regulation of retail prices on proprieta- 
ry goods. There can be no doubt in the 
mind of any observant person,that the 
retailers are forcing this question to 
an issue, but there are decided and 
widespread doubts as to what either 
jobbers or proprietors can do about it. 
The Campion plan was as comprehen- 
sive as anything in the way of a rem- 
edy for price-cutting, that has ever 


there hag been no recent authoritative 


conditions as favorable as can be 
hoped for, and it failed signally. We 
believe it introduced a degree of fra- 
ternity among retailers outside of the 
larger cities, which has proved to their 
pecuniary and social advantage ever 
since, but it has been cordially damned 
by a good share of the retail trade in 
the large places, not only for failing to 
cure the evil it was intended to remedy, 
but for rather increasing it. The rea- 
son for its failure in these places is dis- 
tinctly traceable to the weakness and 
lack of cohesion among the retailers 
themselves, no less than to the want 
of loyal support on the part of some 
jobbers. That these parties, whose 
unqualified support is necessary to the 
success of any plan, would view their 
self-interests to-day differently from 
what they did five years ago, may be a 
reasonable assumption, but the pro- 
prietors present at the meeting on 
Thursday gave no evidence that they 
so regarded it. The plan: suggested,cf 
proprietors selling only to the jobbing 
trade, might lessen the opportunities 
of the cutters, but it would be likely to 
raise other contingencies in the mind 
of proprietors, to which they would 
hesitate to expose themselves, It may 
be said of this plan, that it is success- 
fully followed by two or three proprie- 
tors, and if others will carefully con- 
sider it, its wider adoption may prove 
to be entirely practicable, though its 
advocates do not hope that every pro- 
prietor can make so radical a change 
from his established methods. The 
committee on Trade Interests is to re- 
port upon the subject at the next 
meeting of the association. It does 
not seem to the REPORTER that this 
plan can effectually pzevent price- 
cutting, by retailers, but any cure for 
that evil must first gain the endorse- 
ment of retailers themselves, and be 
certain of their loyal support, as well 
as of the active co-operation of jobbers, . 
before proprietors can pledge them- 
selves to enforce it, with any hope of. 
success. 

CLASSIFICATION OF FREIGHT. 
The recent amendment to the Inter- 
State Commerce Law, which imposes 
severe penalties on shippers who do 
not properly specify the contents of the 
packages offered for shipment, has in- 
duced a closer inspection of the classi- 
fication adopted by the transportation 
companies, and has directed attention 
to some of the inconsistencies of this 
arbitrary rating of products and man- 
ufactures. While the new classifica- 
tion, which went into force last month, 
contains fewer unjust and anomalous 
ratings, there are yet many that should 
receive immediate attention, and new 
items have been added which precludes 
the possibility, under the new law, of 
shipments being made, under a gen- 
eral head, and thus escape the 
unjust classification arbitrarily adopt- 
ed by the common carriers. We 
note that some of the incon- 
gruities which were pointed out 
in the REPORTER last autumn 
have been remedied, and our sugges- 
tions embodied in the new schedule. 
This leads us to hope that the trans- 
portation companies will carefally 
consider further suggestions, to the 
end that the classification may be 
made satisfactory to all concerned, with 
equal justice to shipper and carrier, 
and the elimination of the present in- 
consistent ratings. The transporta- 
tion companies claim that the new 
classification. is practically free from 
inconsistencies, and yet we find them 
quite numerous, in one instance an 
article isin the fourth class, and an- 
other of the same nature in the first 
class. The latter is as easily handled, 
as securely packed, and in every way 
as desirable froight as the former, and 
there is, therefore, no good reason for 
the difference in classification. There

PATENT MEDICINES IN OHIO,

THE GLASS IMPORTERS’ COM- 
BINATION. 

Just as the American window glas» 
manufacturers, and others whose 
interests are closely identified with 
those of that branch of trade, are be- 
ginning to think that they can see a 
way out of the troubles which have be: 
set them for some time past, rumors 
have gained currency to the effect that 
the perpetuity of the importers associa- 
tion is threatened by the development 
of differences of opinion and practice 
among the members. Outwardly every- 
thing is calin, the combination, appar- 
ently pursuing the even tenor of its 
way undisturbed by the internal con- 
fliets which are said to be agitating it, 
For that reason itis difficult to get at 
exact status of the trouble, though 


that the charge of breach of faith has 
been brought by one member against 
another, and that the situation has 


same effect. The trouble, it would 
appear, has grown out of the generally 
unsatisfactory condition of the trade, 
which includes excessive importation, 
sharp competition—particularly in the 
West, with American glass—and a 
backward spring trade. It is asserted 
that some members of the association 
have recently accepted orders on the 
basis of seven and a half percent. be- 
low the lowest price fixed by the asso- 
ciation, at least one order for thirteen 
hundred boxes having, according to 
good authority, been filled at the price 
indicated. One of the phases of the 
situation which appears to make the 
alleged differences irreconcilable by 
ordinary methods, is the fact that in- 
sinuations have been made to the effect 
that the reason why a certain house 
in the trade could undersell competitors 
is that it has certain advantages 
over them in the matter of duties. It 
is but fair to state that the firm against 
which the insinuation is brought, in- 
dignantly denies that there can be any 
foundation for the the charge, and 
would substantiate their denial by 
positive proof, if occasion demanded it. 
The charge is attributed to jealousy, 
which feeling, it is intimated, is an- 
other of the causes which threaten the 
dissolution of the association. 


It is regretable that matters should 
have been allowed to reach this stage, 
and it is to be hoped that the stories 
current are not a true index of the ac- 
tual state of affairs in the association. 
That body was organized for the pur- 
pose of putting into effect, plans which 
would operate for the benefit. of the 
‘sellers and buyers of foreign window 
glass. An unsettled market is benefi- 
cial to neither, and particularly at the 
present time, when the trade is enter- 
ing upon the spring season, an agree- 
ment fixing prices upon a uniform and 
fair basis is to be greatly desired by 
both. The importers are to meet in 
Boston next Friday, when it is hoped 
all differences may be settled, and the 
organization be allowed to go on to the 
ultimate advantage of all concerned. 
There are those, however, who believe 
that the tronble can not be adjusted, 
and that an open market will be de- 
elared immediately after the Boston 
conference. 


ADULTERATED DRUGS. 

The last issue of the Ort, PAINT AND DruG 
REPORTER speaks of adulterated insect pow- 
ders, of adulterated turpentine, of spurious 
cascara bark, of mixed linseed oil, of bogus 
liver pills, and immature cubebs. To what a 
condition has the drug trade come.—St. Louts 
Grocer; 

The standard of quality in the drug 
trade, not only in this country but all 
over the world, is higher to-day than at 
any previoustime. Possibly the trade 
may not be able to take to itself all the 
credit for this; the wide spread of 
knowledge and information, the work 
ofthe National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association and other organizations, 
and finally the closer relations now ex 

isting between the nations of the Earth, 
being possibly more direct causes of 
the decay of sophistication as an art. 
There is, however, no more conscien- 
tious body of merchants than: those 
engaged in the drug trade, and whether 
made so by inclination or force of cir- 
cumstances the fact remains that there 
is less sophistication practiced in their 
branch of industry than in others 
where adulteration is possible. Un- 
fortunately forthe good name of the 
trade, there still exists a considerable 
number of disreputable manufacturers 
and traders, whose practices call forth 
from time totime, in the REPORTER 
and other journals, articles similar to 
those referred to in the above item. 
Year by year the number grows smaller 
and though it can scarcely be hoped it 
will ever be entirely eliminated, it wiil 
surely be further reduced as the knowl- 
edge of the evil it does is spread ‘more 
and more widely through the medium

PETROLEUM BECOMING SCARCE. 


The comparative scarcity of pipe 
line certificates in circulation at length 
attracts the attention of the public to 
the cause, which, by the way, is quick- 
ly discovered to be due to the con- 
stant shrinkage of stocks above ground 
which has been going on at a prodig- 
ious rate fora year andahalf. Na- 
turally much surprise is expressed 
at this condition, in view of 
the fact that drilling operations 
are being prosecuted with a vigor 
only equalled in the early days of 
petroleum developments. This shows 
that the ‘‘dear public” continues wo- 
fully ignorant.of important matters 
about which one would suppose it was 
fully informed. We are led to these 
remarks by geeing comments in two 
provincial dailies calling attention to 
facts patent to our readers as though 
it had just been discovered and was a 
bit of interesting news. Interesting, 
but by no means new. While those 
who regulary operate in petroleum 
certificates keep thoroughly posted 
on the statistical situation, and the oc- 
casional speculator is kept informed 
by the circulars issued by brokers, 
there is isa large class of speculative 
investors, some of whom have hereto- 
fore invested in certificates, who re- 
gard all statements in the publications 
issued by brokers with suspicion, and 
who do not take the trouble to investi- 
gate for themselves. If this latter class 
are brought toa realization of the true 
situation we may hope for an early 
revival of speculative activity in pe- 
troleum certificates, and this is all that 
is wanting tosend the price above the 
dollar mark. Thedaily production is 
considerably under 50,000 barrels while 
the daily consumption averages over 
75,000 barrels, and the decrease in 
stocks goes on at the rate of nearly or 
quite 30,000 barrels a day. It is no 
c.iuse for wonder, therefore, that pe- 
troleum certificates for speculative 
purposes are becoming scarce. Pe- 
troleum itself is becoming scarce. If 
the decrease in stocks continues 
at the present rate the close of the 
present year will find us with stocks so 
small that there will be no more than 
is necessary to be kept for refiners, 
leaving little for speculative purposes. 
The activity of drilling operations 
appears to avail but little, as there has 
resulted no material increase to the 
production. The question -has fre- 
quently been asked, ‘If the conditions 
are as stated, why is it that the price 
does not advance?” This is a natural 
query, and although it has been an- 
swered in these columns, to those not 
directly interested in petroleum it 
still appears to be a perplexing conun- 
drum, The one thing wanting 
to bring about a boom and send prices 
up with a rush is speculative activity. 
Trading in certificates during the past 
year or year and a half has been al- 
most exclusively confined to the oper- 
ations of the regular habitues of the 
exchanges, and a small clientele of the 
brokers. The.conditions were never 
better to insure profitable returns to 
ontside operators, and the fear of 
manipulations by bear rings or cliques 
should, under. present conditions, 
have no part in the consideration of 
those who look for profitable invest- 
ments of a speculative character. Any 
staple commodity is cheap which can 
be -bought for.

The mercantile rivalry 
of the English and the Germans will 
prompt the former to make the great- 
est possible use of the enormous ad- 
vantage they will have secured over 
their antagonists when once the Brit- 
ish control of Mexican railways shall 
be openly avowed.” In view of this 
advantage that the British capitalists 
hope to gain, our remarks in a recent 
editorial advocating commercial recip. 
rocity with Canada and Mexico are 
peculiarly apropos. Closer cowmer- 
cial relations with our southern neigh- 
bor would prove of incalculable bene- 
fit-to the people of both republics and 
would check the encroachments of the 
Britishin a country which, by its geo- 
graphical situation, should be the best 
customer for our products and manu- 
factures. This is a matter that should 
engage the early and earnest consider- 
ation of our legislators at Washington, 
lest the markets of our sister republic 
become practically closed to us. 

In this connection it may be well to 
consider the course and extent of our 
commerce with Mexico. During the 
fiscal year 1888 our total imports from 
Mexico amounted to $17,329,889, and 
exceeded our exports to that country 
by $7,482,117. In other words, the 
balance of trade was against us to the 
extent of nearly $10,000,000. The bal- 
ance of trade should be the other way, 
and instead of compelling the Mexi- 
cans’ to draw the greater gart 
of their supplies from England 
and Germany, the manufactur- 
ers of the United States should be 
able to supply the requirements of 
Mexico at prices which would discour- 
age competition from the old world, 
and this would result under proper 
commercial regulations between the 
two republic. The importance of this 
subject can scarcely be overestimated, 
in view of the fact that our exports 
have decreased from $15,000,000 in 18&§3 
to $9,897,000 in 1888. The decrease is 
mostly in manufactured articles, al- 
though some of our natural products 
show decreased exports. Our imports 
show an almost unbroken increase, 
and this should have been the case 
with our exports. Much, however, 
could be accomplished by our manu- 
facturers while waiting for Congress to 
aet. Itis well known that our Mexi- 
can neighbors give American goods the 
preference over English and German, 
price and quality being equal, and 
with proper efforts the exports could 
be materially increased. It is some- 
what surprising that a customer, our 
nearest neighbor, should be compelled 
to purchase goods which we can sup- 
ply, from markets thousands of miles 
distant; but the faults are our own and 
can be remedied, partly by legislative 
action and largely by individual efforts 
of our manufacturers. 


DECLINE OF THE SEAL OIL IN- 
DUSTRY. 


Inguiries have recently been made 
at this office by capitalists who are 
not acquainted with the true situation, 
relative to the extent of the seal oil 
industry, and if it would be fruitless 
to attempt the revival of a trade which 
has been lost through the revolution- 
ary wheels of progress. The decadence 
of this industry—never.extensive at 
any time—has been gradual, but cer- 
tain,- owing to cheaper rubstitutes, 
which have practically driven the 
high-priced product of the seal out of 
the markets in the United States. 
There is stil] a limited sale for the arti- 
cle on the other side of the Atlantic, 
but the lost trade could not be recov- 
ered unless values were reduced below 


the point of profit, and, under the 
circumstances, the industry does not 
encourage the investment of fresh cap- 
ital. Every year shows a diminution 
in the number of steamers employed 
in the Dundee seal fishery, and when- 
ever any vessel is lost or sold it is 
never replaced, as the price of skins 
became too low to make the business 
profitable. . 


TRADE ITEMS. 


M. de Berard, a Frenchman, has established 
anew industry in Cuba in the production of 
cocoariut oil. 

The Egyptian Government has resolved to 
increase the tax now levied on sponge-fishers 
in Egyptian waters, 

Messrs. W. A. Wood & Co., oil dealers of 
Boston, have removed to larger quarters at 
871 and 373 Atlantic avenue. 

H. M. Wood and W. L. Haworth, have in- 
corporated the Wood-Haworth Co., capital 
stock $25,000, for the manufacture of soap in 
Louisville 

Fourteen of the largest paper makers in 
England have formed a syndicate according 
toa London cablegram. The capital of the 
syndicate is £2,000,0.0. 

The Standard White Lead Manufacturing 
Company, with a capital of $200,000, was incor- 
porated on Monday. The principal office will 
be in New York. 

An active movement is on foot among mer- 
chants interested in South American trade to 
form an organization through which they ex- 
pect to be able to control and extend our 
commerce, 

The brig Agnes Barton, frum Navassa to 
Baltimore with a cargo of phosphate, sprung 
a leak after leaving Norfolk and went to 
pieces on March 15. Six members of the crew 
were lost. 

The Marion Oil Mill Co. has been incorpora- 
ted by D. McIntyre, G. A. Norwood, J. D. 
Montgomery and others to establish a cotton- 
seed oil mill in Marion, S.C. Capital stock is 
$25,000. 

The Tennessee Paint, Roofing & Paving Co. 
has been incorpoarted by Chas. E. King, M. F. 
Stoner and others to manufacture paint, ar- 
tificial stone and roofing material in Chatta- 
noogo. The capital stock is $25,000. 

The Richmond Chemical Works has been in- 
corporated with James G. Tinsley, President, 
and 8. W. Travers, secretary and treasurer, to 
build fertilizer and chemical works in Rich- 
mond, Va. The capital stock is $100,000. 

The Ninety-six Manufacturing Co. bas been 
incorporated by G. M. Anderson, E. M. Lips- 
comb, W. B. Anderson and others for the man- 
ufacture of cottonseed oil and fertilizers in 
the town of Ninety-six, 8. C. The capital stock 
is $20,000. 

In the United States, cottonseed oil has al- 
most entirely replaced olive oil as a table oil, 
and there is scarcely a restaurant in London 
in which the new salad oil bas not taken the 
place of the old Lucca products.—Chemist and 
Druggist. 

In the senate of the Arkansas legislature, a 
bill was passed last week fixing the license in 
each county at $500 for the privilege of selling 
proprietary medicines. If the proposed act 
becomes a law, it would prohibit their sale in 
the state. 

V. H. Soxblet, doing business as V. H. 
Soxhlet & Co., manufacturer of dyestuffs at 
Philadelphia, has confessed judgment for 
$2,000 in favor of E. K. Robrbaher, on which 
execution has been issued, according to a tele- 
gram from that city. 

It is said that Kansas salt now monopolizes 
the Kansas City market, where it is laid down 
at a comparatively low figure, freights in- 
cluded. This salt industry has developed 
rapidly and has become a valuable adjunct to 
the packing interests of the State. 

The Liver Alkali Company, limited, of Lon- 
don, succeeded in making a profit last year of 
£2,176 ascompared with a profit of £6,543 for 
1887. Consequently the ordinary shareholders 
had to be content with a dividend of 24% 
against a distribution of 10% for 1887. 

Eighty thousand pounds of bones formed 
part of the cargo which the British steamer 
Wingates, from Alexandria, Egypt, brought 
to this port a day or two ago, and which she 
is now discharging at the docks of the Na-

‘The receipts from the 
taxes on manufacturers and dealers, however, 
show a decrease of $945.88 for the month.

Mr. George &. Davis, of the Detroit and New 
York firm of Parke, Davis & Co., is said by the 
Detroit Free Press to have one of the finest 
libraries in the country. It might rather be 
called a suite of libraries, as the books occupy 
an artistic room in his residence, also the 
front room of Mr. Davis’ own private apart- 
ments, and still another room opening from 
the upper ha}]. Each room has its quota of 
well-filled book cases, while some of the 
choicest volumes are in the drawing room, 
The collection embraces 4,000 rare publica- 
tions, which are worth $25,000. 


The director of the government cinchona 
plantations in Java writes that the crop of 
bark from those plantations during the pres- 
ent year will be exceptionally large, and much 
in excess of any previous season. He estimates 
the production at equal to 1,000,000 lbs, Eng- 
lish. He also states that while druggists’ bark 
of fine appearance and is good quill fetched 
comparatively high prices at the Amsterdam 
auctions in October and November last, the 
druggists barks as were unsatisfactory in ap- 
pearance left aclear loss upon the cost of pro- 
duction.

The Foos Manufacturing Co. of Springfield, 
O., has sent the Reporter four fine photo- 
graphs of its scientific mills. One isa bone 
crusher for raw or any condition of bones 
which can be reduced to the size of hickory 
nuts by this machine. The exterior and in- 
terior appearance of No. 8 mill is given in two 
views, with dimensions on the back of the 
photographs; the work is done by this mill 
solely by attrition,and not by the old way. The 
“Scientific No. 10” is included in the collec- 
tion. It has a speed of 1,000 to 1,200 revolu- 
tions per minute, and weighs 3,350 pounds.

Tontogany, O., has made a 2,000,000 feet gas 
strike. 
The bill taxing oil leases, known as the Mc- 
Lain bill, has been killed on second reading in 
the Senate. 
The Bird Creek gas well, in Mansfield, Pa., 
is said to be developing as a mineral spring 
with curative properties. 
The Oil Exchange may be likened to the 
game of Pigs in Clover. The lambs persist- 
ently refuse to go into the pen.— Blizzard. 
Pittsburgh oil men have leased several thous- 
and acres of land in Harrison county. W. Va., 
and propose to sink test wells on every 2,000 
acres. 
Warsaw, Ind., has gone down 1,7(0 feet in its 
search for natural gas, and its perseverance so 
farisunrewarded. The boring will becon- 
tinued 300 feet at least. 
The American Well Drilling Co., of Louis- 
ville, previously reported as contemplating 
piping gas to Glasgow (5 miles) from their 
wells, will also pipe oil. : 
Natural gas having been discovered in the 
vicinity of Atken, Minn., a natural gas-and oil 
company is about to be formed, with a capital 
stock of $1,000,000. 
The Howard & Griffin oil property on the 
Four Mile,was yesterday sold by F. L. Bartlett 
to Bradford parties, the consideration being 
$24,500.—Olean Times. 
Petroleum freights from Philadelphia are 
execedingly low, and the demand is very light. 
But few charters were made last week, and 
there are several large vessels lying in port 


in a neighboring orchard. In its upward flight 
it cut the large three-iuch drill rope as though 
it was a string. 

Natural gas territory in Pennsylvania is now 
80 plentiful that some is going a begging and 
the royalties are being reduced. There is a 
first-class field in what is known as the Pin 
Hook Anticlinal in Washington county. As 
yet, but one well has been drilled in this terri- 
tory,and that is at present shut. Itis called 
the Amity well and is located between Wash- 
ington and Waynesburg. Another big well 
has been struck at Pine Run by the company 
which supplies Apollo with gas. This terri- 
tory is also a large one. 

A discovery that promises to revolutionize 
the manufacture of steel nails was made at 
Muncie, Ind., recently, by J. F. Darnall. He 
placed a bar of pig iron ina furnace, the heat 
being produced by natural gas, and when the 
bar was withdrawn it was found that tho heat 
had converted the iron into hard steel. Nails 
have been made from bars after having gone 
through this process and have been pro- 
nounced by experts to equal the best of steel 
nails. No scientific reason can be given for 
tho change, but it is supposed to be the result 
of the peculiar dry and intense heat of natu- 
ral gas. 

Assignee J. A. Smith, of the defunct Excel- 
sior Refining Company, has begun an exami- 
nation to determine what the claims of the 
creditors aggregate that he may fix the liabil- 
ity of the stockholders. This action is made 
necessary by a suit, which was begun against 
the assignee some time since bythe Rhodes- 
Beidler Coal Company to secure the payment 
of an account. The examination, which is

The butt end of Pennsylvania and a large 
section of New York are now devoted exclus- 
ively to the production of petroleum, There 
are now something like 20,500 wells producing 
oli in these two States. There are also nearly 
600 wells drilling. 

The pilot who took the German steamer 
Minister Maybach to cea from Philadelphia, 

. March I5, reports that the vessel struck when 
passing over Schooner Ledge, and that one of 
the tanks of the steamer was found to be leak- 
ing after striking. 

Some scientific alarmist has promulgated a 
theory that natural gas will gradually turn 
blonde hair dark. He says the gas generates 
anammoniacal vapor, which combines with 
the sulphur in the hair chemically and pro- 
duces sulphuret of ammonia. 

The Turtle Creek Oil and Gas Company is 
pushing the work on its well on the Montgom- 
ery farm. The well bas been drilled to a depth 
of 1,400 feet, with good indications of gas, but 
it will be sunk 200 feet deeper. Is is in the 
same belt as the Wilkinsburg well. The com- 
pany is sanguine of developing a regular 
roarer. 

The Union Pipe Line Co., Louisville, ky., 
have elected W. C. Hall, president;;Wm. L. 
Jackson, vice-president; Chas. Warren, trcas- 
urer; James G. Givens, secretary,and Young 
E. Allison, assistant secretary. They will build 
the 10-inch mains to convey natura! gas about 
90 miles, previously reported. 


The British steamship Sumatra, owned and 
commanded by Captain James B. Brady, for- 
*merly of the steam-hip Bengore Head, bound 
from Batoum to Hong Kong with a cargo of 
oil, has been burned at sea in latitude 82 North 
longitude 32 East. The crew were all saved 
with the exception of one seaman and wers 
picked up by the British steamship Glncearn 
and landed at Malta. 

The Lafayette, Ind., Natural Gas Company 
have struck another gusher at Kempton, Tip- 
ton county. A drill had penetrated Trenton 
rock 2% feet,and when the pressure became 
very great the drill was withdrawn. When 
near the top, in some manncr the gas was ig- 
nited, and ivetantly a stream of fire leaped 
forth. In the room around the derrick were 
14 men, and every one was more or less burned, 
four badly. 

A cable received in this city from Rio 
Janeiro states that the British sbip St. Cloud, 
which left New York for Batavia on January 
31, bad been abandoned near that port on fire, 
and that her crew of eighteen men had been 
landed at Hio Janeiro. She left here with 
1,525 cases of refined oil, in January. The 
goods were shipped by William Schwecken- 
dieck,and with the vessel were totally de- 
stroyed. The cargo was insured for $5,000,

Oil land in Pennsylvania is beeoming very 
scarce, an@ the territory at all promising is 
being steadily bought up. The great oil fields 
of Butler, Clarion, Venango, Warren and Mc- 
Kean counties are now worked exclusively for 
“second crop wells,” that is to say, small wells 
in old territory that a few years ago would 
hardly be accepted as wells atali. Washington 
county continues to be the richest picking for 
the oil hunter to whom the deep and expen- 
sive drilling is no discouragement. The most 
activity in the matter of working over an old 
field is in Venango county and in aimost 
every township. 
The important ejectment cases of Grandin, 
Berry and others against Watson, Davis, Mur- 
phy and others, involving valuable tcrritory 
in Forest county, which have been before the 
courts for the past six years, were settled at 
Warren last week in good feeling and fellow- 
ship of ali concerned. As near as can be 
learned the terms of settlement are: That the 
Watson, Davis & Murphy people deed to the 
other parties the land involved and pay them 
$15,000, the costs equally divided, and the 
Watson crowd to keep the oil they have pro- 
duced from the property. This was one of the 
big strikes of 1883, and the property has pro- 
duced an immense amount of oil in the past, 
but it is now down to almost nothing. 

The American Missionary steam packet 
Morning Star, arrived at Honolulu, March 6th, 
prior to the departure of the steamer Aus- 
tralia, and brought definite news of the wreck 
of the Canadian ship Rock Terrace, whose loss 
bas been heretofore mentioned. She was 
abandoned at Guam Island, ten degrees north, 
then went adrift and floated about from May 
to September. Finally, after traveling 2,000 
miles, she struck on the Taro Island, in the 
Gilbert group, all her masts and rigging stand- 
ing in good order, but has since been com- 
pletely wrecked. The natives secured most of 
the cargo of kerosene oil. 

About two months ago it was stated that 
nitrogen gas, or what is better known as steam 
blast and coal slack, was to be the future fuel 
in the Vesuvius mill, at Sharpsburg. The new 
process was introduced in four puddling fur- 
naces, and at first it looked as though there 
was a saving to the firm, which was the main 
object in view. The intense heat of the fur- 
nace, however, would make it impossible to 
endure work during the summer months, It 
was also noticed that it required longer time 
to make four heats with this gas than it would 
to make five heats with natural gas, and with 
the latter fuel the work is easier. It is stated 
that it also required more ore to make a cer- 
tain amount of iron. The project is said to 
have been @ loss, and the furnances were again 
altered and natural gas will be used instead of 
the new combustible. 


From a recent work on Western China by 
Rev. Dr. Virgil C. Hart, it appears that artesian 
wells and oi] wells are centuries old in China. 
Dr. Hart shows that for twenty centuries the 
indefatigable Chinese have been boring such 
wells, sometimes to the depth of 5,000 feet, a 
depth never yet reached by our deepest wells. 
The business of boring these welis and owning 
them has descended from generation to gen- 
eration in the same families. One venerable 
proprietor laughingly said that he had been 
ia the business for twenty generations, mean- 
ing that his family had been boring wells since 
the first emperor of the Min dinasty! The ap 

paratus used is rude, consistins of a wrought- 
iron borer, sixteen feet long, dropped by a rope

Often they 
bore through thousands of feet of solid rock. 
Thirty to forty yearsis not an uncommon 
time for piercing one of these Chinese wells. 
One would imagine that the enormous labor 
and time required to bore these wells would 
tend to limit the number. But Chinese pa- 
tience is inexhaustible, and in the province 
8z-Chuan they amount to tens of thousands, 
The British steamship Michigan, Captain Boo- 
quet, arrived here Monday from London and 
Swansea, after a terrific passage of sixteen 
days, during which oil was used on heavy seas 
with remarkable results, and no doubt saved 
the ship from serious accident if not total de- 
struction. March 16, in latitude 46 longitude 
83 the craft was struck by a furious gale from 
west northwest, lasting twenty-two hours, 
smashing allthe cattle fittings, rails and two 
boats, flooding the cabin and doing other con- 
siderable damage about the decks. Four days 
later a gale of greater severity was encoun- 
tered from the eastward with a choppy and ir- 
regular sea. It was impossible to keep the ves- 
sel in a position that she could ride the seas in 
safety, so Captain Bocquet determined to use 
oil, which had a marvelous effect. He recom- 
mends the use of oil freely to all mariners in 
the north Atlantic trade. 


OBITUARY. 


CHARLES CARRUTH. 
Mr. Charies Carruth, of Boston, died last 
week, aged 71 years. He was a member of the 
paint and oil firm of Nathan & Charies Car- 
ruth, afterward proprietors of tbe Chelsea Oil 
Co., and was also connected with the director- 
torship of several banks and insurance com- 
panies. Of late years he has been retired 
from active life. In 1832 he permanently en- 
tered the store of his brothers, F. 8. & N. 
Carruth. This firm continued until about 
1840, when the senior retired and soon after 
took the treasurership of the Boston Lead Co. 
The firm of Nathan & Charles Carruth was 
then formed, and the two brothers were asso- 
ciated in business together until the death of 
the former in 1881, Mr. Carruth made several 
prolonged visite to Europe, going for the first 
time in 1849. Me was modest and retiring and 
never sought or held public office, but he was 
called to many of the private trusts and re- 
sponsibilities which devolve upon able and 
reliable business men. 


READ HOLLIDAY. 

Mr. Read Holliday, the veteran founder of 
the well-known firm of Read Holliday’s Sons, 
died recently at his residence at Harrogate, 
England, in the 80th year of hisage. He com- 
menced businessin 1830 and retired from the 
firm in 1868, He had works at Huddersfield, 
Bow (London), Bradford (near Manchester), 
Sheftield, Blackburn, Bingly, all working at 
the same time in manufacturing dyes, dyse- 
stuffs and chemicals. His first undertaking 
was in making liquid ammonia by his own 
process, and subsequently he invented a self- 
generating gas Jamp to utilize the naphtha 
which was produced in distilling gas tar. The 
efforts in this direction were so successful that 
he took out about fifty patents for burning 
naphtha in houses and for signalling purposes. 
In 1860 Mr. Holliday was the largest tar and 
gas water distiller in the north of England, 
and the largest stock of the raw material 
for the production of aniline colors of any one 
in the business in England. He had become 
aware in 1859 that aniline colors could be ob- 
tained from gas tar, but it was not until the 
following year that he began producing them 
for the market, He was an eminently practi- 
cal man and was considerably aided in the ex- 
tension of business by his sons, of whom three 
remain in it now, namely, Thomas, Edgar and 
Robert. Mr. Edgar Holliday has charge of the 
New York branch. Charles and John Holli- 
day are engaged in other pursuits, 


CHARLES EDWARD COFFIN. 

One of the oldest and most respected clerks 
connected with the chemical trade of this city 
is gone. Wlosely following his late omployer 
Charles Edward Coffin, the faithful and effi- 
cient clerk of Messrs. Wing & Evans, died of 
an attack of pneumonia on Thursday last, at 
his home at Eighty-third street and the Bou- 
levard, this city. Just a week prior to that 
date he complained of feeling unwell, and the 
indisposition increased to such an extent that 
he was finally forced to take to the bed, from 
which he never again arose. During the bliz- 
zard last year, Mr. Coffin persisted in coming 
down to his employers’ offices, and as he was 
obliged to walk part of the way coming and 
returning, it is believed that the severe ex- 
posure undermined his health. From that 
time be complained, at intervals, of his inabil- 
ity to shake off a cold which resulted from his 
blizzard experience, but though he was fre- 
quently urged to take a vacation, he insisted 
upon performing his duties regularly, and lost 
ttle time because of illness, 

Mr. Coffin was born in Nantucket in 1826, and 
but little is known of bis early life. When a 
young man, he engaged in the dry goods busi- 
ness, but with the decline of the whaling in- 
dustry, about the beginning of the civil war, 
he came to New York. For the past twenty- 
three years he had been in the employ of 
Messrs. Wing & Evans, holding various posi- 
tions of trust and responsibility. He was a

On Friday the market was steady, owing 
to light receipts and meagre offerings, one car 
No. bringing $1.50. A small lot of year de- 
livery was offered at $1124, and $110 was 
offered. To-day’s market was more active; 
while offerings were not more liberal than 
were buyers. Two cars of No. 1 brought 
$153 or about two cents advance over Fri- 
day’s closing quotation. While cgsh No. 1 
opened at $1 50, prices advanced as indicated, 
yet the market .closed at $151, at which fig- 
ure two cars changed hands. Seed in store 
was at a discount from that on track. Future 
deliveries were unnamed, and rejected seed 
closed for the week nominal at $1 44@1 46. 

The week, on the whole, has shown but little 
fluctuation in price and trading has been 
chiefly nominal. As compared with last 
week's closing quotations to-day’s final prices 
show a slight decline. The speculative mar- 
ket was neglected by seller’s and buyer's 
alike. Shipments were moderate. Withdraw- 
als from store were evidently taken up by 
holders, as none of the seed taken out, came 
upon the market. This circumstance is, on 
face, corroborative of the generally accepted 
theory that the public elevators are carrying 
seed belonging to well recognized combina- 
tions only. 

The week's sales,so far as reported, on the 
floor of "Change, have aggregated 10 cars and 
340 bags of No. 1 and one car of rejected. This 
synopsis, however, does not include a specia) 
sale of 682 bushels of No. 1 in store effected to- 
day. The total amount of business (in cash 
seed) transacted on the floor, has not greatly 
varied from that of last week, 

OILS, 

In the lard oil market, no change of import- 
ance can be noted,extra remaining at about 57 
cents, with No. 1 at 40@4lc, certain brands 
being readily purchasable at the inside quota- 
tion. One concern is still asking 44 cents, but 
those figures are generally regarded as being 
too high to encourage trade. Inquiry can 
scarcely be said to have been much better than 
during last week, but it certainly has not de- 
clined. The larger proportion of the demand 
is for No. 1 which continues in fair request. 
Brokers report a revival of activity among 
consumers in the northwest, resulting from 
an earlier resumtion of business in the lumber 
regions, induced by the prospects of an un- 
usually earlier opening of navigation, and this 
sort of inquiry,bids fair to improve as the sea- 
son progresses. Pressers, however, are in- 
clined to be cautious in the matter of produc- 
tion, and prices are not likely to be demoral- 
ized by a plethora of stocks. 


Cotton Oil—So far as market quotations are 
concerned—remains in about the same status 
asa week ago. Holders are still talking of 47 
cents as a selling price for summer yellow, 
but buyersare disposed to regard t hese figures 
as to acertain extent, nominal rather than 
actual prices and are disposed to insist upon 
concessions, There is noticeable, more or less 
disposition to buy futures, but sellers are un- 
willing to figure upon the present market 
basis,apparently preferring to risk the chances 
of an appreciation in valyes, as the season qd- 
yances and stock gradually diminish. As to 
stocks, it may be said, that while they are cer- 
tainly sufficient to meet all presently prospec- 
tive drain, they are not so excessive as to pre- 
vent their absorption through legitimate com- 
mercial channels by the close of the season. 
Crude oil is scarce, and a strictly prime article 
would undoubtedly command a good price. 
On the whole, however, the predominant feat- 
ure of the Jopal market in cotton oj! may be 
said to be its pronounced dullness, nor does 
their seem to be an immediate prospect of the 
revival of activity. 

Local consumtive demand for oleo has so 
long since ceased to cut any figurein the 
Chicago market, that it séems hardly 
worth while to say that it is too dull to 
but be taken into account in estimating the 
present status. Melters’ eyes are so thor- 
oyshly fixed the Qutch markets that 
producers may be compared ta the obseryers, 
cablegrams to the telescope, and Rotterdam 
to the objective point of view. Advices from 
foreign centres of distribution show an ad- 
vance of two florins in extra grades, while oleo 
of an inferior quality is said to have remained 
unehanged in price. By way of explanation it 
is said; that fine oleo is scarce, while there ex-

DRUG REPORTER. 


PAINTS. 

The spring trade in paints seems to have 
fairly commenced, and the leading jobbing 
houses report an inquiry not otily of a most 
gratifying sort, but considerably in exctss of 
that of the*corresponding period of last year. 
One concern in particular reports a volume of 
business nearly, if not quite, double that of 
last spring. Not only is there a large number 
of orders being received, but the quantities 
ordered are, generally speaking, fairly satis- 
factory. Nor does legitimate business compe- 
tition seem to have degenerated into an indis- 
criminate employment of methods considered 
reprehensible by the common consent of the 
trade at large. 

For white lead there is a strong, active in- 
quiry, but the preponderance of business in 
this line seems to he virtually controlled by 
corroders themselves. Travelers for Cnicago 
jobbing houses report meeting salesmen for 
western corroding concerns at all points along 
the routes. Naturally among the latter there 
is more less competition, and a “bird of the 
air’ whispers that rumors are afloat to the 
effect that deliveries of white lead have been 
made at least one western point, from four to 
six weeks in advance of the presentation of 
the invoice. Just how far this may be in con- 
sonance with the provisions of existing agree- 
ments is a question open to discussion, 


DRUGS. 


Local jobbers, with one accord, report a 
week's business of the most satisfactory char- 
acter. The spring trade seems to have opened 
this year about a month earlier than usual, 
and leading houses find their clerical re- 
sources taxed to the utmost to keep abreast 
with their orders. It is supposed that the re- 
markable open winter has had something to 
do with an improvement which has certainly 
farexceeded the natural, normal increase in 
the volume of trade. 

Notwithstanding this fact, however, prices 
may be said to be, on the whole, rather weak 
—a circumstance which some jobbers seek to 
explain on the hypothesis of a disposition in 
various quarters to cut quotations, with a 
view to securing trade. At the same time, 
there has been no material disturbance of 
values during the week, unless the fact that 
alcohol is selling at five cents lower, can be so 
regarded. This reduction, however, is simply 
the embodiment of several previous reduc- 
tions by distillers, of which retailers are just 
beginning to feel the benefit. Citric acid and 
muriate cocaine continue weak, the former 
being billed, in a joebing way, at 50c, in keg 
lots and 55c in ller q tities, while certain 
brands of the latter are freely offered at $5.50 
per ounce, 


AN OLD FLAXSEED TRANSACTION, 


Readers of the REPORTER may remember the 
multiform litigation springing out of a certain 
transaction in flaxseed several months ago, 
between Mr. M. 8S. Robison, a well-known local 
operator and dealer in seed, and the firm of 
Alexander Hardy & Co.,of Logansport, Ind. 
The latter brought action against the former 
and resorted even to the stringent measure of 
seeking Mr. Robison’s arrest. That gentle- 
man, having defeated the plaintiffs in the 
original action, instituted proceedings to re- 
cover $20,000 damages for malicious prosecu- 
tion, This week, the Logansportjfirm has ap- 
plied to the U.S. District Court for a removal 
of the cause to a Federal tribunal, on the 
ground of local prejudice. The application 
has been denied and the cause will probably 
be brought to a hearing before a Cook county 
jury. CALUMET,

Solomon Davis in His 97th Year. 


Ninety-seven years ago in the little village 
of Newfane, Vt., Mr. Solomon Davis was born.

accidents, fires, tloods and blizzards, the goods 
lost or damaged, and which may have changed 
hands half a dozen times since leaving the la- 
boratory, should stand subject to owners’ or 
underwriters’ risk at time of accident the 
same _as any other class of goo4s. 

In order that this question may have a full 
discussion at this meeting we respectfully sub- 
mit the following:

fore sending fresh Ones. 


The next question is so intimately connected 
with the foregoing, that it may almost be con- 
sidered a part of it, viz.:— 

ALLOWANCE FOR BREAKAGE. 

Your committee would submit the follow- 
ing: 

Resolved, That all proprietary goods, when 
solu and shipped in g order by the manu- 
facturer, should be subject to the same rules 
asto damage in transit as apply to other 
merchandise, 

Resvlved, That the manufacturer should not 
be held responsibie for breakage unless there 
is clearly a fauit in material or packing. 


The selling by jobbers of small fractions of 
a dozen at schedule prices is another source 
of complaint which has come befdre your 
committee, and while we regret that this prac- 
tice, retailing at wholesale prices, prevails to 
a considerable extent, we do not think it ad- 
visable at this time to undertake to rectify 
this evil by a change in form of rebate con- 
tracts, which, we believe, contain already as 
many stipulations for the benefit of the jobber 
as he feels inclined to confirm and carry out. 

We think this question should be taken up 
by the N. W. D. A. and such resolutions 
adopted as will tend to lessen, if not entirely 
do away with the practice. We would 
in this connection emphatically condemn 
the practice indulged in by some job- 
bers of selling 1-12 or 1-6 dozen to consumers 
at the dozen rates. This is clearly a great in- 
justice to the retailers, while the selling to 
him of the 1-12 or 1-6 dozen is in one sense le- 
gitimate, and an accomodation which he no 
doubt appreciates. 

We have no resolution to offeron this sub- 
ject, but hope it will have due consideration 
by the association. The reclassification of 
proprietary goods and printed matter by the 
transportation lines has been agitated to some 
extent and some concessions obtained, but 
there is much yet to be done in that direction. 
We believe some members of the association 
present will have remarks to offer on this sub- 
ject, and have enly to suggest that we believe 
a strong effort should be made to obtain more 
equitable ratings, and that this probably can 
only be done by a persistent agitation of the 
matter through correspondence with the offi- 
cials having such matters in charge. 

REBATE SUGGESTIONS FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

Mr. French, on behalf of French, Richards 
& Co., referred to the rebate plan in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“Proprietary goods differ from all other 
merchandise in this that their market va!ue 
depends on conditions apart from their in- 
trinsic value and apart from the law of sup- 
ply and demand. Their sale, therefore, can 
rightly be placed under regulations that might 
be impolitic, if udt impossible, to apply to 
otter merchandise. It has been usser ed that 
proprietors are anxious to work together with 
the wholesale and retail trades, so as to secure 
the best interest of all parties. The mainte- 
nance of the present Rebate Plan and the at 
tempt to enforce the Campion Pian are eyi- 
dence of their good faith; and we have no hes- 
itation in adding that an enlightened view of 
their own interest willlead them to continue 
this policy. It has been asSerted that the Re- 
bate Plan is injurious to the retailer; and, 
though this argument has been ably combat- 
ted, it is in our opinion undoubtedly the fact. 
We think that, unless means can be taken in a 
measure to protect the retail drug trade, the 
Rebate Plan is injurious to proprictors, des- 
tructive to the retail drug trade, and eventu- 
ally hurtful to the middle~men. 

We deliver this opinion with the full knowl- 
edge that the abolition of the Rebate Plin at 
the present time would result in great loss to 
every middle-man inthe country. We believe 
that it is injurious to the retailer for the rea- 
gon that the professional cutter is able to sell 
rebate goods at the prices which retailers are 
compelled to pay at wholesale. 

We believe that the pian as it is now oper- 
ated is injurious to proprietors for the reason 
that the distribution of their goods is largely 
concentrated in the bands of profsseional cui- 
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which they are personally interested, upon a 
large clientage, There is no doubt that this 
influence is constantly used by cutters, and 
successfully, to create a sale for goods in 
which they are personally interested, to the 
injury of established proprietary medicines 
for which a demand has been created. It has 
this further effect also, namely: that it com- 
pels the retailer to follow the same course, as 
he makes no profit whatever on the legitimate 
proprietary medicines. 

We think also that, eventually, the plan will 
injure the middle-man for the reason that 


more and more the distribution of 
these goods is being taken from 
his hands and. concentrated in the 


hand of professional cutters who buy in suffi- 
cient quantity to make their purchases direct; 
and the pressure of the retail trade upon him 
to sell at closer prices is growing greater and 
greater, so that he has at present prices scarce- 
ly a margin of profit except on rebate goods, at 
the same time that the expenses of the bus- 
iness hate been largely increased,owing_to the 
fact of the goods being ordered in fractions 
ofadozen. We believe, however, that a prac- 
ticable and comparatively easy method can be 
found to curtail the injury done to the general 
trade by professional cutters. Mescrs. H. H. 
Warner & Co., of Rochester, N. Y., have in our 
opinion partially hit upon the right idea, 
though, tothe best of our knowledge, they 
have never attempted seriously to enforce it. 
It is not possible to hope that the cutting of 
prices can be stopped, nor is jt proposed to 
attempt its prevention. The weakness of the 
campion pian lay in the fact that a vast field 
had to be watched, and the fact of cutting 
proved, before action could be taken. In fact, 
the field necessary to watch was so large that 
it was impossible to stop the leaks. The 
larger part of the distributive trade, howover, 
would return to its natural channels, and the 
greater part of the injury now done by the 
professional cutters would be obviated, if the 
advertisement of the proprietary goods at cut 
prices could be stopped. By advertisement 
we mean advertising in the newspapers pro- 
prietary goods at less than the regular retail 
prices, or stating in the newspapers that they 
sold proprietary gvods at lower than the retail 
prices, though did not mention the prices 
themselves—as well as sending price lists of 
proprietary medicines through the ma’ls or in 
any other way at less than the regular retail 
rates. A short study of the situation will 
convince an impartial inquirer, that, if this 
result could be obtained, it would bring great 
benefit to the regular retail trade as well as to 
the middle-man, and also to the proprietor by 
insuring a moderate profit to the small dis- 
tributor, so removing the temptation to sub- 
stitute. The two defects of the campion plan 
are here avoided. The publication or adver- 
tisement in any shape of propretary goods at 
cut prices would be in itself the proof of guilt. 
The numbe: of parties who now advertise is 
comparatively very limited. In the city of 
Philadelphia. with over one million inhab- 
itants, we do not think there are over a dozen 
in all: and we believe that some of this num- 
ber would be glad to stop advertising at cut 
prices, if others didzo. You will see, there- 
fore, that there can be no difficulty in proving 
who were guilty of violating the conditions of 
purchase, and that the whole power of the drug 
trade would be concentrated on a few parties 
only. 

We would suggest the following: 

That each State be districted, or form a dis- 
trict in itself; and in some important place of 
each district or State should be appointed a 
committee of three persons, who should have 
full power to act, and to whom the means 
should be given to carry their decisions into 
effect, 

Provided, however, that their actions should 
be subjected to revision and correction by a 
proprietary committee, consisting of whole 
sale druggists and proprietors. 

That this committee should be composed of 
a retail druggist, appointed by the State 
Pharmaceutical Association; of a member 
appointed by the drug exchange of the cen- 
tral point of any one district or State, or by 
the members of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association from that district or State; 
that the third member should be a proprietor 
appointed in such a way as the proprietors 
should deem proper. 

That all complaints should be submitted to 
this committee, who should investigate the 
same; and, if well founded, should notify the 
present proprietary committee. 

That said committee, if they found the ac- 
tion of the district committee well taken, 
should inform the proprietors of the facts in 
the case; and that the proprietors should then 
individually notify the wholesale trade not to 
sell the accused party, until such restrictions 
were individually withdrawn. 

If, however, the accused party continued 
violating the conditions of purchase by adver- 
tising the goods at cut rates, the district com- 
mittee should enploy a cetective to find out

THE REBATE AND RETAILERS, 


Mr. Kline—What I was going to bring befor 
the meeting is really a matter which is before 
the individual proprietors in the shapeots 
circular to rebate dealers, issued with the cpp- 
sentof Dr. Pierce. The reason I call attention 
to it at this time is because it is well known 
that the effort which we have been making 
have Mr. Park come into line in the rebate 
plan has been futile. If we are unable to 00% 
trol one house, practically we confess that we 
are unable to control any, and for that reason 
I issued the circular, and wished an opporie 
nity of presenting the question before this as- 
sociation, and if possible to get an expression 
of opinion as to the willingness of those pre 
prietors under its terms to adopt a plan some 
what similar to that operated by our Presideat 
Dr. Pierce. You probably know that a West 
ern house issued a circular that they would 
austribute their goods only through 
sources as they might select, and I know that 
in our own city it has worked admirably, or 
course apy one can refuse to sell, ship or send 
a bill of goods to any house or concern 
may order.

Letters were reccived 
afew days ago from different proprietors ex- 
pressing a willingness to co-operate fully in 
apy way that may seem best. 

Mr. Bigelow—I would like tosay in reference 

, to filling orders from wholesale grocers that 
it would be difficult to decline orders from 
that source when buyers fulfil their contracts, 

Mr. Peters—The question of selling to known 
* eutters is 6nething, and to the retail trade at 
large quite a different thing. There are many 
proprietors situated as we are who would find 
it dificult to cut off the retailer under all 
conditions; at the same time we would be per- 
fectly willing to cut off any who had violated 
their contracts. Within the last year or more 
there has been a strong effort to enforce the 
rebate plan, and we have been very careful to 
decline orders from any party of whom there 
might be the slightest question. There have 
“been very few orders which caused suspicion, 
and still fewer which showed any just cause. 

Mr. Kline—If we take any action at all, it 
will heve to be an action that will suit the 
majority, and cannot be binding on all. Ido 
not think that Seabury & Johnson could 
change their terms if any action was taken 
here but I think that the proprietors might 
adopt some policy that is not going to jeop- 
ardize their intercsts, and I would not advise 
anything that would be otherwise. 

Mr. Holmes—It seems to me there is but one 
way of overcoming this difficulty, and that is 
for the proprietor to sell only tu the jobbing 
trade, and upon the jobbers will fall the diffi- 
culty of discrimination; they can discriminate 
for all the proprietors in their particular lo- 
cality. Or we could select one particular 
house in every city as a depot for goods. 

Mr. Voorhees—If I understand the matter 
right the resolution in this circular dated 
March 16th is what Mr. Kline is talking about. 
I read it carefully before I came here andI 
do not see anything in that resolution that 
prevents any proprietor from selling in quan- 
tities or to any proper person who 
is not a cutter; if I am wrong in 
this I would like to be corrected; 
we have always refused to sell any quan- 
tity of goods to anyone we knew to be cutting 
the rebate price; there is nothing in this reso- 
lution preventing the dealer from selling our 
goods providing he is not going to supply John 
D. Park & Son. 

Mr. Bigelow—The resolution was passed for 
the purpose of trying to help legitimate re- 
tailers in response to a communication sent 
by the New Jersey association to inquire who 
bad supplied cutters and who had not. After 

” this meeting this other matter developed, and 
while I haye no absolute proof as to who does 
it, it iga fact that a firm in Cincinnati is cut- 
ing prices more than ever before, for it estab- 
lished relations with the retailers in that 
vicinity, and it is with the view of correcting 
the evil that this matter is brought up.

I have followed 
this plan in all my work; I never fill an order 
from a retailer, I send it to the nearest jobbing 
house, I have the whole section mapped out, 
and I see. that the stock is in the hands of 
gomevody who will cover every point of the 
compass. And I think it isa way in which we 
ean get control of the goodsand keep it. 
Mr. Sharp—I de not see how we can do that 
¢ making invidious distinctions. There 
are in Philadelphia, for instance, several job-

| Failure of a Lard Firm. 

The provision trade was surprised ast 
Thursday by the announcement of the assign- 
ment of C. H. North & Co., of Boston, pork 
packers and manufacturers of lard and pep- 
sin. The business was started in 1868 and un- 
der various firm names has continued to the 
present time. In 1876 the firm failed with lia- 
bilities of nearly $600,000, but effected a settle- 
ment on the basis of 50 cents onadollar. The 
business was supposed to be very profitable, 
and the embarassment is attributed to Mr. 
North’s outside speculations. 

Mr. North stated toa reporter: “My liabili- 
ties have been placed too high. About $650,-

L. Gould, of the committee on 
freight classification of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, has sent out the 
following circular, which is sélf explanatory:

DUTY ON “LIQUOR AMMONIA ODORIFEROUS.” 

TheTreasury Department is in receiptof a 
lester transmitting the appeal of Messrs. F. R. 
Arnold & Co. from the action in assessing duty 
at therate of 50 per cent, ad valorem on cer- 
tain “liquor ammonia odoriferous,” and 
claimed by the appellants to be dutiable at the 
rate only of 20 per cent. ad valorem, either as 
a “chemical salt,”’ under T. E., 92, or as “carbo- 
nate of ammonia” (T. I. 63.) 

It appears that the article was classified for 
duty asa toilet preparation, but that the ap- 
praiser states, on further examination, that he 
is convinced that it is not a toilet preparation‘ 
but a proprietary preparation, as the article is 
a volatile essence, the result of a private for- 
mula, advertised as being prepared only by 
Alfred Allchin, who _thus claims proprietor- 
ship. 

The Department is of opinion that its pro- 
per classification is as a proprietary prepara- 
tion, and as the duty is the same on both toilet 
and proprietary preparations, the assessment 


tm bottles, having labels protected by trade- 
marks, and are recommended as remedies for 
specific ailments, to be taken in doses pre- 
soribed by the proprietors, and are not intend- 
ed or fit for use as beverages, but that all these 
bitters contain considerable quantities of 
spirits (from 441% to 46% per cent. by volumes) 
and were, therefore, classified by the New» 
York Colléctor under the above-mentioned 
paragraph, which covers ‘“cordials, liquors, 
&c., and other similar spirituous beverages or 
bitters containing spirits.” 

The appraiser at New York expresses the 
opinion, however, that, inasmuch as to his 
knowledge all bitters contains spirits,and as 
bitters are mentioned among other proprie- 
tary preparations in T. I., 99, the provision in 
paragraph 313 is applicable only to bitter, 
which are not proprietary, and which are bev- 
erages similar to the articles therein men- 
tioned; and it appears that this opinion is in 
accordance with the views of the majority of 
United States appraisers, as expressed in their 
monthly conferen ces. 

It is, moreover, represented by both the ap- 
praiser and the appellants that the provision 
in T. 1., 313, was intended to cover only such 
bitters containing spirits as are used, or are 
fitfor use, as “spirituous beverages,” and not 


atrictly medicinal bitters. as aforesaid is affirmed.

DUTY ON ANNATTO EXTRACT. 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 
letter transmitting the appeal of Mr. Ernest 
Maller from assessment of duty at the rate of 
% per cent,ad valorem on certain so-called 
“annatto extract.”” The appellant claims that 
the merchandise in question is either exempt 
from duty under the provision in the free list 
for all extracts of annatto, or that it is dutia-

der the provision in Schedule A (T. I., 94) for 
berries which have been advanced in value by 
process of manufacture. 

The appraiser reporting on this appeal states

4. H, Slocomb of Fayetteville, N. C., concern- 
ing the sophistication of spirits turpentine, as

Charles Richardson of Boston, 
President of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association, we herewith publish further 
particulars from Mr. Slocomb, through the 
courtesy of Mr. Richardson, through whom all 
the correspondence has passed. The commu- 
nication is as follows: 

“Whilemy recent letter, an extract from 
Which you have caused to be published in the 
Om, Parr anp DruG REPorTER, was intend- 
‘domly for your personal information, Iam 
gid you took the liberty you did, and now 
authorize you, since requests have been made 
you for the authorship,to place the author- 
thiponme, Inote that some of the. dealers 
and vommission merchants, to a large number 
of whom Iam personally known, interviewed 
integard to the adulteration of spirits of tur- 
Pentine, pronounce the extract referred to, 
Mexaggeration. I repeat it without hesitan- 


ey and with emphasis, and how injurious to 
legitimate operators, etc.” 


EXTENT OF THE ADULTERATIONS, 

“In not one case in twenty is the adultera- 
tion detected- at least to the extent of fixing 
the guilt upon the. distiller. Up to abouta 
year ago, I had the impression that but little 
adulteration was practiced by the distillers, 
but that jobbers and dealersat the North, en- 
joyed a monopoly of that iniquity. But since 
attention has been directed to this subject 
through the interest excited by the so-called 
new process of distillation. * * * Ihave 
been astonished at the information that has 
come to me without my solicitation. I givea 
few illustrations, withholding names for 
apparent reasons. An ex-distiller telle me, 
‘for years I was in the habit of dissolving, in 
every barrel of spirits turpentine, three gal- 
lons of virgin crude turpentine, but at length 
I got found out and had to quit.” * * * I 
know of one distiller who habitually put five 
gallons of refined petroleum in every barrel 
of spirits, shipped it North, where it passed 
through the inspector's hands as pure 
spirits of turpentine, and the aduitera- 
tion was not detected until recently, when a 
druggist to whom a barrel of the mixture had 
been sold, detected the fraud, and the barrel 
was returned to the shipper. The only change 
he made wes to direct his shipments to Wil- 
mington, where, as far as I can learn, he has 
had no trouble, I have already stated, on the 
authority of * * that thus far, his en- 
tire product, limited in quantity for his still 
has not long been established, has passed as 
pure spirits of turpentine. Nor are these 
adulterations confined to this section. I am 
told by a gentleman of the highest character 
now a resident of an adjoining county, who 
spent several years in the pine woods of Geor- 
gia, that he knew of at least fifty distillers 
who were in the habit of adulterating at these 
stills, all of whom, with a few exceptions, es- 
caped detection. 

“If, after these illustrations, to which could 
be added many more, there is any one who 
still holds me guilty of exaggeration, let him 
explain the fact,which I grieve to publish, that 
those interested in adulteration, were able, 
personally and by petition to bring enough in- 
fluence to bear upon the Legislative Commit- 
tee of Propositions and Grievances, to stifle 
in that committee a ‘bill to prevent fraud in 
the sale and inspection of spirits of turpen- 
tine,’ the chairman himself, an honored repre- 
sentative of this county, though in favor of 
the bill, yielded to what he considered ‘the 
pressure of public sentiment.’ 

“Why don’t inspectors detect the adultera- 
tion? Simply because they assume that the 
distillers are honest as indeed most of them 
are, and do not apply the proper tests. The 
inspector does the gauging, looks carefully 
for any defects in the package, examines the 
celor of the contents, rubs a little on his hands 
and applies the nose or tongue, and that gen- 
erally ends it. I have seen thousands of bar- 
rels inspected,and have never seen the hy- 
drometer or any other test applied other than 
those mentioned, except in a few instances 
where white paper has been used, in a very 
careless way, to detect the presence of oil. I 
recently tried an old Wilmington inspector, 
through whose hands many thousands of bar- 
rels had passed, by handing him a sample of 
spirits which had been adulterated with 20% of 
common refined petroleum, and without hes- 
itation, after applying the usual tests, he pro- 
nounced it pure spirits of turpentine. * * * 

“Therefore, inspectors, dealersand consum- 
ers have had to contend mainly with adulter- 
ation by mechanical mixture, carried on ina 
stealthy way, and anew danger now menaces 
both them and the iegitimate producers. 
A gentlemen of great mechanical ingenuity, 
but no chemist, claims to have discovered and 
has patented, a process by which he asserts 
he can convert refined petroleum into spirits 
of turpentine of as good, even better quality, 
than that obtained by the ordinary process. 
The new differs from*the the old process, the 
same ratus being used, only ina few par- 
ticuiars. ‘The quantity of crude put iato the 


kettle is about half the usual quantity—say five 
barrels for a ten barrel still—to this is added 
and thoroughly stirred in, from 25 to 30 gallons 
of 150° test petroleum. During the first stages 
of distillation,the fire has to be kept low as too 
great a heat causes the compound to foam up 
and pass through the still worm. The heat is 
gradually increased until toward the close of 
the distillation, when it is safe to make it very 
intense. By the ordinary process the yield of 
spirits of turpentine is about 6 gallons to each 
barrel of crude. The yield of distillate by the 
new process is increased about 70%, showing 
that that proportion of the petroleum has 
been volatilized and condensed. The balance, 
say 30%, remains with the residuum or rosin. 


“Is this distillate, spirits of turpentine or a 
perfect substitute for it, as claimed by the 
patentee? if{the patentee can substantiate 
that claim and protect his patent, then we are 
on the eve of a great revolution in the tur- 
pentine industry, and a huge monopoly will 
drive to the wall all the old operators. Thus 
far the distillate has failed to pass two tests 
which I have applied. When strongly agitated 
it shows a bead—spirits turpentine does not. 
When applied to white paper along side of pure 
spiritsit shows, after evaporation, a marked 
line of decoloration. Ihave no bydrometer 
but I am confident it will not stand 
that test. The chemist then is the proper 
person to decide this question, for spirits of 
turpentine has a value, not for its taste, its 
smell or color, but for its constituent quali- 
ties, * * * I employed one of the most 
skillful and experienced chemists in this State 
to manufacture a sample by the “patent pro- 
cess,”’ as I have described it. This he was able 
to do, with the aid of the appliances of a well 
equipped laboratory, in a much more perfect 
manner, though on a small scale, than by 
means of the ordinary still. The spirits of 
turpentine passed off with water at 212°, and 
with it benzine, naphtha and the lighter por- 
tions of the petroleum. Towards the close of 
the distillation, the heavier oils predominated, 
the flow of spirits turpentine diminishing. 
Some of this product, taken from the whole 
mass, was then mixed with 9 per cent. alco- 
hol, in the proportion of one part of product 
to three parts of alcohol. The result was a 
turbid, milky looking mixture, indicating that 
it was not pure spirits of turpentine. Pure 
spirits of turpentine mixed with three times 
its bulk of 9% per cent. alcohol, will make a 
clear solution, but if it contains as much as 5% 
of petroleum and is treated in the same way, a 
turbid mixture is the result, and after a while 
the petroleum will separate. He suggests that 
adulterations of spirits turpentine with ben- 
zine can readily be detected with the hydrom- 
eter. If the specific gravity is less than .865, it 


probably contains benzine, and if much high- 
er, it indicates the presence of rosin oil or 
crude turpentine. 

“The patent process amounts simply to this. 
By the distillation of crude turpentine with 
petroleum of 150° test—lighter oils may pro- 
duce an explosion—the spirits of turpentine is 
adulterated with benzine, naphtha and the 
more volatile portions of the petroleum, while 
the heavier portions of the petroleum are 
eliminated from the distillate and remain with 
the rosin. I have used my best efforts acting 
in conjunction with other distillers, to secure 
the passage of a law by our legislature, making 
it a misdemeanor to sell as pure spirits, an 
adulterated article, or to brand a package con- 
taining adulterated spirite, as spirits turpen- 
tine. As before stated, the bill failed to meet 
the approval of the committee to which it was 
referred. I understand that similar bills are 
before the legislatures of South Carolina and 
Georgia and will probably be passed. 

It only remains for all legitimate operators 
who are in the vast majority, for all dealers — 
and consumers, to insist upon a more rigid 
inspection of spirits of turpentine, and the 
application of all the best practical tests for 
detecting frauds. As I have attacked the 
patented process, I would be glad if you 
would use your influence to accord the party 
a hearing through the columns of the Om 
PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER, and give him 
the fullest opportunity to vindicate his rights 
to place on the market his product as spirits 
of turpentine. I know I have made this letter 
too long, but an important industry of the 
South, which furnishes at best but a meager 
support to thousands of people, is threatened 
with disaster by the energetic efforts to sell 
patent rights and thus extend the working of 
the process throughout the whole turpentine 
section. * * * You are at liberty to use the 
whole or any part of this communication as 
you think best, and, though I shun publicity, 
place the authorship where it belongs.” 


Liverpool as a Petroleum Center. 


Ever since the time when Colonel E. L. Drake 
sank the first petroleum well at Oil Creek, 
Pennsylvania, in 1859,the position of Liverpool 
asapetroleum center has been animportant 
one. Roughly speaking, the total annual im-

‘was only one-seventh of the whole. The pres- 
ent method of transit in barrels and casks is, 
however, expensive, and to avoid this a num- 
ber of steamers are now being built to carry 
the oil in bulk. The whole trade appears, in- 
deed, to be tending in that direction. Of the 
649,126 barrels of Russian petroleum imported 
into the United Kingdom during 1888, not tess 
than 526,798 were shipped in bulk on tank 
steamers, and 152,696 barrels came in bulk into 
Liverpool, A “barrel” is simply the measure 
adopted by the trade. Much, of course, de- 
pends upon the facilities of storage that exist 
at the port of reception. The storage of pe- 
troléum in any considernble quan.ities is of 
necessity attended with some danger. In 
America the great storage tanks built in con- 
nection with the oil wells, and having;many of 
them a capacity of 40,000 barrels, were not un- 
frequently, from various causes, set on ffre. 
Lightning is spoken of as a common source of 
peril, and in a crowded port like our own the 
danger would be serious in the extreme. 

At the same time, the fact that more than 20 
per cent, of the petroleum trade of the coun- 
try is carried on through Liverpool makes the 
provision of facilities for storage in bulk nec- 
essary. There have already been erected in 
Birkenhead by the Liverpool Storage Compa- 
ny, five large petroleum tanks, having a united 
capacity of 66,000 barrels or about 2% million 
gallons. This provision for the trade is, how- 
ever, inadequate, and the Dock Board, having 
been requested to extend it, have leased for 
the storage of the oil an additional plot on the 
south side of the Great Foat. On the 


of.petroleum into the United Kingdom 
yo bay 1,800,000 barrels, or 73,000,000 gallons. 
Among the great bulk of the working classes 
the oi] is the sole means of domestic lighting, 
and of the vast quantity that is yearly con- 
sumed, not less than 18,000,000 gallons come in- 
toand is distribnted from Liverpool. This 
port and London are indeed, as far as the 
United Kingdom is concerned, the.two great 
centers of a trade that has grown up practi- 
cally within the last twenty-five years, and 
forms now one of the most important indus- 
tries of the world. Both under these circum- 
stances; therefore, and in view of the pro‘%a- 
ble great development of Liverpool as a pe- 
troleum center in the near future, it will be of 
interest to note the prospects of theportin 
the latter respect, together with some of the 
events which have contributed to its present 
In the meanwhile it may be as well 
to point out that it isto meet the rapid revo- 
lution which is now being wrought in the trade 
by Russian petroleum that steps have to be 
taken to provide at Liverpool better facilities 
than have existed beretofore. 

It is, perhaps, more or less a matter of gen- 

eral knowledge that previously to the specu- 
lators at Oil Creek “striking oil” in 1859, peo- 
plein this country burned paraffine distilled 
from the bituminous shales of Scotland, which 
extend ina northeasterly direction from Ayr- 
shire to the Fife coast. This shaie yielded, 
when treated according to the most improved 
methods, about 35 gallons per ton, but the su- 
perior cheapness of the natural oil found in 
the United States and in the Mackenzie River 
Valley in Canada soon told upon the Scotch 
industry. It was, however, the existenceof 
the Scotch oil works which first directed at- 
tention in America to the springs of 011 which 
in Western Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Tennes- 
gee,and elsewhere had up to that time been 
allowed to run to waste. One well near 
Burkesville, in Kentucky,is said to have yield- 
ef 2,000,900 gallons of oil before a drop of it 
was utilized. People regarded it as a wonder- 
ful natural phenomenon, and were content in 
the meantime with candles. The excitement 
which followed the the discovery at Oil Creek, 
and the still more important and valuable dis- 
covery of a hundred square miles of rich 
oil territory at Bradford, Pennsylvania, 
are matters of noteriety. Oil Creek, 
when the first experiments were made, 
was a wilderness. In an astonishingly 
short space of time it was the center of a 
large population. Titusville, the entrepot for 
this seat of the industry, rose like an exhala- 
tion. The same thing occurred at other 
places. The news that oil had been struck at 
any particnlar spot brought immediately 
upon the scene a speculative floating popuia- 
tion, The speculative phase was succeeded by 
that of settled industry, during which the 
shrewdést secured the most profitable works, 
while the floating element moved off to new 
fields. Following the period of active devel- 
opment came that of decay, during which ex- 
hausted pruperties which had once been 
highly productive, changed hands at extrava- 
gant prices, and were finally abandoned. The 
production of petroleum in America from 1859 
to the present time has been estimated at 
280,000,000 barrels of forty gallons each, but 
even at that rate the supply is practically in- 
exhaustible, for according to geological testi- 
mony there is in the Mississippi Valley an area 
of 200,000 square miles over which oil has been 
obtained from rock in no case older than the 
coal measures; while another vast area ex- 
tending from California through Mexico to 
Peru, and including the West Indies, yields 
petroleum from the tertiary rocks. Scientists 
believe that it is organic in origin, and that it 
is due to widely distributed fossil remains. 
The exports of petroleum from America to 
the United Kingdom average about 1,000,000 
barrels a year. 

A formidable competitor to the American 
product has, however, been found within the 
last ten years in Russian petroleum. Over an 
area on the banks of the Caspian Sea as large 
or larger than Great Britain,the oil is found in 
unlimited quantities. The difficulty hitherto 
has been one of transit. It is, in fact, only 
within the last year or two that these exten- 
sive of] fields attracted attention atall. Ig- 
morance and want of enterprise combined 
caused this enormous source of wealth, which 
is now enriching Russia, to lie positively 
valueless; but the whole trade in Russian pe- 
troleum has been revolutionized by the energy 
of Messrs. Nobel, now the largest oil refiners 
in the Czar’s dominions. Originally Messrs. 
Nobel were Swiss engineers. When they 
established their works at Baku, the seat of 
the oil refining industry on the western shore 
of the Caspian, the trade was small and stag- 
nant, but they lost no time in building a fleet 
of steamers on the Caspian Sea for the pur- 
pose of carrying the oil in bulk to the Voiga, 
whence it is distributed overevery part of 
Russia and a great portion of the Austrian 
empire. A large trade is also done with the 
Bast Indies, although there are considerable 


Dock several caves, which are used for the 
storage of petroleum in casks. These have an 
aggregate capacity of 78,000 barrels. It is un- 
derstood that in the event of a large increase 
of the trade in bulk the Board contemplate 
turning these caves into tanks, so that the oil 
can be pumped directly from the ships, and 
afterwards barreled as required. The pro- 
vision of these facilities will, we are told, ma- 
terially increase the petroleum trade of the 
port. In this matter it is impossible to over- 
look the importance of Liverpool, as the dis- 
tributing center for the entire north of Eng- 
land and a considerable portion of Scotland. 
In the first year in which petroleum was 
manufactured in America, Messrs. W. H. Sam- 
uel & Co., who were the first local importers, 
received 2,000 barrels of the oil. From that 
beginning the trade has grown until the an- 
nual import into Liverpool and Birkenhead is 
over 450,000 barrels. It is certain that, in ad- 
dition to its ordinary and increasing uses as a 
lubricant and as a solvent in the manufacture 
of soaps &c., petroleum must continue to be 
the flluminant used by the working classes. 
The dark muddy liquid of the crude oil is dis- 
tilled in retorts, and treated in order to pur- 
ify it, with suiphuric acid and caustic soda, It 
is separated in the process into four distinct 
products, that is to say, heavy lubricating oil, 
which forms about 164 per cent.: ordinary 
lamp and domestic oil, which forms abont 70 
per cent.; naphtha, or petroleum spirit, which 
forms about 5 per cent,; and a semi-solid re- 
siduum, which the Russians use on railways, 
and steamers as coal. The fact that all ordin- 
ary burning oi] has to pass a Government test 
as to its nOn-explosive qualities, that it has of 
late years been manufactured on improved 
methods with regard to the separation from 
it of explosive spirit, and that it is absoluteiy 
safe unless heated to over 100° Fahr., must 
render it of increasing utility; and with rea- 
sonable precautions there is no reason why 
trade in petroleum in bulk should not be 
conducted in Liverpool with perfect safety.— 
Liwerpool Courier. 


A Pioneer Petroleum Well. 

The recent death of an aged resident of Uti 
ca, Venango county, Pa., who had helped dril; 
the hole, recalls vividly the fact that exactly 
thirty. yearsago Col. Drake began the test weil 
two miles below Titusville, that introduced 
Pennsylvania petroleum tothe world as an 
article of commerce. Twenty years before at 
Tarentum, twenty-five miles north of Pitts- 
burgh, Irwin & Peterson found oil in consid- 
erable quantity while boring for salt water. 
One of their wells yielded from two to ten bar- 
relsa day of a darx, greasy liquid, which was 
burned in its crude state or used for lubricat- 
ing purposes without any attempt 1t0 refine 
or deodorize it. Years after a stock company 
was organized to prosecute developments, with 
the reguit of drowning out the salt water ter- 
ritory and causing the projectors a heavy loss, 
estimated as high as $250,000. About the year 
1820 the first of the Tarentum deep welis was 
bored by the father of Mr. Peterson, who 
drilled 1,100feet in the “amber oil” district, 
Natural gas was found in liberal quantity, and 
the well was tubed with one-inch pipe. 
Through this the gas forced a stream of water 
for nearly fifty years. In company with Dr. 
Dale of Allegheny City, a scientific investiga- 
tor, the senior Peterson started a primitive 
refinery, in which the oil was distilled. Pro- 
fessor Koch, a German chemistof unusual 
skill, was engaged to superintend operations. 
A quaint structure was erected on the side of 
a bluff containing a vein of coal, two ten-bar- 
rel stills were put up and tanks shaped exact- 
ly like eggs were contrived. Everything was 
of the rudest description, as there was nothing 


Russia, where fuel of other kinds is scarce and 
dear, the oil is used for all purposes, both as 
an illuminantand as a fuel. To show the 
rapid growth of the Russian oil trade with 
this country, it is only necessary to mention 
that last year the import of Russian oil into 
London was 962,550 barrels, or about three- 
fifths of the total for the port. In Liverpool 
* he proportion is about a third—162,686 barrels 


to guide the experiments and they literally 
“groped in the dark.” Nevertheless, they 
turned out oil good enough to make a tolera- 
ble light, continuing the business until later 
methods necessitated a complete remodeling 
of the humble refinery. 

Many people are accustomed to look upon 
the Tarentum wells as the first in this coun- 
try to produce petroleum. Comparatively 
few know much of a venture in Kentucky 
that seems fairly entitled to rank as the ver- 
itable father of American oil wells. Certainly 
not later than 1818, and possibly two years 
earlier, Col. David Beattie penetrated the 
dense wilderness now forming part of Wayne 
county, on the Tennessee border, and started 
to bore for salt. The location was close toa 
lofty bluff, on a patch of bottom land along 
the west bank of the South Fork, a branch of 
the Cumberland river. The country was 
rugged, thickly wooded and entirely unset- 
tled. Beattie sank the well in due course toa 
depth of about 171 feet, by means of a “spring- 
pole.” The hole :vas three inches in diameter. 
From the surface io the rock, a distaace of 
eight or ten feet, a squars cavity was dug. 
Heavy logs protected the sides, keeping the 
dirt from tumbling down. Day after day the 
arduous work progressed slowly. At length 
the task ended suddenly and unexpectedly. 
A volume of dark fluid rose high in the air, 
forcing out the tools and filling the square 
cavity. Soon it overflowed this and forced its 
way to the stream. ten yards distant. Down 
the Fork it floated for miles, coating the wa- 
ter with a viscid film, Beattie and his work- 
men were thunderstruck at this revelation 
and did not know what to make of it. Salt 
water was what they wanted instead of this 
sticky stuff for which they had no use. Ac- 
cordingly they moved their apparatus a mile 
further north, selected a site for the rig be- 
side the creek and drilled another well. The 
moment salt water was encountered they 
stopped boring and piped the well, not caring 
to risk a second edition of their experience 
up the stream. There they erected salt works, 
drilled numerous wells and manufactured 
salt for many years, 

In the meantime the original: Beattie well 
continued to throw out a steady volume of 
the dark liquid that puzzled the seekers after 
brine. One day it caught fire and the flames 
spread with amazing rapidity. The surface 
of South Fork was a soiid blaze for miles, gen- 
erating intense heat and presenting what 
must have been a magnificent sight, compared 
with which modern fire-works are as a farth- 
ing rushlight to the sun. Rocks along the 
Fork were blackened and calcined, thousands 
of trees were black-charred, and to this day 
traces of the wonderful conflagration can be 
traced twenty miles. A flood extinguished 
the flame finally, the waters enveloping the 
well and stopping the flow of oil forever. 

The land is owned by Cincinnati parties and 
the Cincinnati Southern Raiiroad runs six 
miles east of the tract, A few rods south of 
it is a block of 6,000 acres, the property of Dr, 
W. G. Hunter, of Burksville, Ky., who served 
in the last Congress. Dr. Hunter lived at 
Newcastle, Pa., when the war broke out. He 
tendered his services to the government, was 
placed at the head of a medical department 
and ampuated Governor Beaver’s leg, 

David Beattie was a remarkable man in 

many respects. He possessed the nerve of 
Daniel Boone and the qualities that command 
success, He was elected to Congress and se- 
cureda grant of $50,000to open up a road 
across the country to his wells. The road has 
long been abandoned and is overgrown with 
weeds and timber. But it showed what pluck 
and engineering could accomplish in the way 
of surmounting steep hills, crossing bold ra- 
vinesand making a wagon route through a 
section so rocky and hilly that Pennsylvania 
can hardly equal it anywhere. 
The projector of this great enterprise has 
gone to the grave, but the impress of hix gen- 
ius upon the times in which he lived is his en- 
during monument. Some day the country 
around the “Beattie well” may be tested'thor- 
oughly for petroleum. Until then it is likely 
tofremain almost in astate of nature, its coal 
and limestone not utilized for lack of facilities 
to transport them over the mountainous re- 
gion which isseldom trodden by foot of man.

“The Coming Oil Age.” 


Mr. Charles Marvin has given the world an- 
other pamphiet upon matters connected with 
petroleum and lamps, under the title, ‘The 
Coming Oil Age,” in which gre gathered facts 
and points which came under the author's 
notice when collecting data for the lectures 
which he delivered, at the reqnest of the 
Government, in January last, before the 
Royal Engineers at Chatham. Mr. Marvin re- 
minds us at the outset how barely 30 years 
have elapsed since Colonel Drake started the 
boom in petroleum, by successfully sinking |. 
the first well for oil, and, in the interval, the 
earth has been bored in over 60,000 places, and 
now yields an annual supply of upwards of 
2,000 million gallons of crude—a yield com- 
pared with which the previous supplies of oil 
from vegetable and animal sources sink into 
utter insignificance. In 1886, the 44 vessels 
employed in whaling to the north of Behring 
Strait obtained, after a whole season's ardu- 
ous Operations, 20,307 barrels of oil—a quan-

An unexpected feature of the 
situation is the large consumption, which or- 
Ainarily at this season of the year shows 
marked decrease, and this too isa bull factor 
that should have some influence. As the old 
saw has it, “all signs fail in dry weather” so 
also all influences are set at naught in a dull 
market. The bear operators have continued 
to look with unabated patience for import- 
ant developments in the producing fields, 
which, however, persistently fail to material- 
ize, and the daily output of oil is barely two- 
thirds of that required for current consump- 
tion. It has been asserted with a considera- 
ble degree of positiveness, that the producers 
havelatterly been the principal operators on 
the bear side, but this is extremely doubtful

terests. It is somewhat remarkable that such 
reports should gain credence,.as it is well 
known that the producers have been exerting 
their utmost endeavors to bring about a 
permanent advance and to that end last year 
made considerable temporary personal sacri- 
fices, and held a large block of certificates 
which they had hoped to dispose of long 
ere this at above adollar. The credulity of 
the rank and file of the operators is illustrated 
by their acceptance as truth of such reports 
and the use they make of them.

THE GAS 33 GONE NOW. 


The wells in the Ti@ioute territory were quite 
gaseous in 1865 and some of them fiowed by its 
Pressure, but now there is #0 gaeim the third 
sand there. It seems to have escaped into the 
atmosphere while the petroleum was driven 
somewhere else. Around PYhole they sts 
get some oil, but there doesn’t seem to be any 
reason to doubt that many milliorm barrels were’ 
lost that might have been saved had the law re- 
quiring wellsto be plugged before mbandon+- 
ment, been in force previous to 1865. Iw those’ 
days nearly all the good wells were eventaally 
destroyed by flooding. When a big one Was* 
struck there was a rush to get leases, and welie 
were bored in the vicinity by the hundred. 
Most of them were failures, and after being 
tested from ten to thirty days the casing was 
drawn and the water let into the third sand. 
Frequently a big well would cease to flow al- 
most as s00n as an unproductive one was bored 
near it. Then the pump would be set to work, 
and it would produce ten to fifty barrelsa day 
for a time, and finally fail altogether. The oil 
was supposed to be exhausted, but the most 
plausible conjecture is that it was driven 
away by the superior weight of the water 
from abandoned wells. 


PETROLEUM IN TME WELL. 


An incident in the short and fitful life of Pit- 
hole City would tend to show that the petro~ 
leum might have been absorbed by the earth 
in the vicinity. There was a big fire one night, 
and in a water well less than 50 feet in depth. 
the firemen introduced a hose and sucked up 
the water to throw on the burning buildings.-

the sun's disk and his rays. When the morn- 
ing sun, shining in at the eastern end, which 
was open, fell upon the mass of gold opposite, 
it was reflected with dazzling splendor. 

The Spaniards soon found that the Peruvi- 
ans associated the light and the orbs produc- 
ing it, with all their feelings and fortunes. In 
his “Spanish Conquest,” Helps says of the 
Peruvian of that period: “The dawn of the 
day was hope to him, the fierce brightness of 
midday was power to him, the declining sun 
was death to him, and the new morning was a 
resurrection to him.” 

The traveler in Syria, as he visite the ruins 
of the once magnificent city of Baalbek, is im- 
pressed by what little remains, with the 
grandeur of the structures that existed there, 
ages upon ages ago. Amid its temples and 
Palaces, fountains and monuments, grander 
and more imposing than all else, rose the 
great temple of the sun. 

We are reminded of the desire in mankind 
for light by what Christ said in his Sermon on 
the Mount: “Neither do men light a candle 
and put it under a bushel, but on a candle- 
stick, and it giveth light to all that are in the 
house.” 

In front of the oracle, in the Temple of Sol- 
omon, to support the lamps, there were ten 
golden candlesticks, and as the oracle flour- 
ished in the most remote ages, and is of the 
highest antiquity, it seems safe to assert that 
light of some kind was associated with it by 
those who sought responses from their deity. 

It would certainly be impossible for us to 
compute the immense advantages the human 
race has derived throughout the ages, from 
the introduction and use of the various forms 
of artificial light. Just what the first at- 
tempts to produce light were, are unknown at 
the present day, but it is certain that, fora 
long time, they were of arude and primitive 
character. Wood fires, kept constantly burn- 
ing, torches, rush lights and faggots, are first 
spoken of in history, as the means most com- 
monly employed. 

The most primitive of lamps were the skulls 
of animals, in which fat was burned, and cer- 
tain sea-shells formed admirable lamps for 
those who could procure them. In some of 
the cottages of Shetland, at the present day, 
shells of the roaring buckie are still in use, 
and undoubtedly form the most ancient kind 
ofa lamp now in existence. 


When pottery and metal began to be used 
the principal of the natural lamps was fora 
long time retained, as seen in the ancient 
Egyptian, Greek and Roman lamps, and in the 
stone boxes and cups of northern nations. 
The invention of lamps some writers have 
attributed to the Egyptians, but more prob- 
ably, they received it from the older civiliza- 
tion of India. 

Among the northern nations of antiquity 
lamps were in use, but the difference in cli- 
mate necessitated a different kind of lamp. 
These were in the form of stone boxes, and 
solid fat being placed in them, a wick was 
thrust through the middle, which, being 
lighted, consumed the fat. 

The Esquimaux still form square boxes of 
soapstone and use them in the same way. 

The North American Indians, in their jour- 
neys through the caves of Kentucky, used 
cane joints, filled with tallow for light. 

Succeeding these lamps of antiquity came 
the various forms of lamps for yetuins whale 
oil, 

BONFIRES AND BEACONS. 

The practice of kindling fires in large open 
spaces, and ou hills and mountains, was com- 
mon in the earliest times. For a variety of 
purposes these practices continued from age 
to age, but have been largely discontinued:jn 
our day. The dangers that such fires occa- 
sioned te forests and dwellings, resulted in 
the passing of laws to prohibit them. 

The bonfire appears in history to be princi- 
pally associated with Pagan rites and Chris- 
tian festivals, or in honor of some important 
event. The disciples of Zoroaster were di- 
rected to face some luminous object during 
their prayers, and in the darkest hours, when 
the heavenly bodies were obscured, doubtless 
resorted at times to this means of producing 
artificial light. For centuries bonfires were 
common among the Celtic nations of Europe, 
and as late as the commencement of the 
present century the practice was observed 
among the dwellers in the highlands of 
Scotland. The time for holding the princi- 
pal festival of this kind was in the 
month of May. All over the south of 
Germany the great bonfire celebration was 
held at midsummer, and the same was true in 
other partsof Europe, at which time fires 
were kindled in the feast celebration of John 
the Baptist. 

The following quotation is from the transla- 
tion of an old poem: 

“Then doth the joyful feast of John the Bap- 
tist takes its turn 
When bonfires great on every hill do burn.” 

A famous example of a bonfire lighted to 
celebratean important event, was the one 
lighted by the multitude who assembled to re- 
joice over the downfall of the South Sea Bub- 
ble and other equally speculative enterprises 
in England in 1720. When one of the principal 
promoters of the speculative mania was being 
conveyed to the Tower, the immense crowd 
on Tower Hill lighted a bonfire of gigantic 
proportions, and danced and shouted around 
it in the exuberance of their delight. 

Beacon fires, always set on high hills or 


mountains, were used as signals, and as such 
are frequently mentioned in history. These 
were common in ancient Persia, Palestine and 
Greece, and from their lofty position and 
large flame were visible at long distances. 

The commander of the Greek army at the 
siege of Troy, is represented as communicat- 
ing the news of the fall of that city to his 
queen, by means of beacons placed on the 
summits of eight mountains, which, on being 
lighted one after the other, caused her to be 
aware of the victory in a single night. 

In England, when the Spanish Armada was 
expected, in certain counties taxes were lev- 
ied, to organize and maintain beacons to serve 
at night as signals. From the Scriptures we 
learn that the prophet Jeremiah thus warned 
the people of Benjamin: “Set up a sign of fire 
in Bethhaccerem, for evil appeareth out of 
the North, and great destruction.” Long 
after this, in Scotland, during the fifteenth 
century, the fire signal was used, and its size 
indicated the nature of an expected attack 
from the English. The old beacon, which 
stood on Beacon Hill, in Boston, consisted of 
a tall mast, on top of which was placed a bar- 
rel filled with tar, ready to be fired at the ap- 
proach of theenemy. It was not, however, 
used for that purpose, and the mast was 
blown down in a gale in 1789. 

WHALE OIL. 

The whale fishery seems to have originated 
with the Norwegians, who, during the ninth 
century, sent vessels to Greenland to engage 
in it. They had previously carried on the 
business on their own coast. The Norman 
settlers, on the Bay of Biscay, also carried on 
the whale fishery until the end of the four- 
teenthcentury. Later, the English, Spanish, 
French and Dutch engaged in it. During the 
latter half of the seventeenth century, the 
Dutch furnished almost all Europe with oil. 
In 1680, they had 260 ships, and 14,000 men en- 
gaged in this industry. 

In New England the colonists entered upon 
the whale fishery shortly after the first settle- 
ments were made. At first whales were cap- 
tured from small boats, and quite near the 
coast. In 1690, Ichabod Paddock, a resident of 
Nantucket, instructed the settlers on the 
island how to kill whales along the shores in 
boats. The indians, we are told, were as dex- 
trous as any, and always ready to join in the 
chase. As the country increased in popula- 
tion, whales along the coast became scarce, 
and enterprising men fitted out vessels for 
long voyages to the Arctic region and else- 
where in search of them. Some of these ves- 
sels were absent three or four years. 

The business continued to grow in import- 
ance, and in 1858, there were more than 600 
ships of nearly 200,000 tons rden, employed 
in the Amarican whale fishery. The value of 
the oil secured that year amounted to several 
miliion dollars, Meantime various improve- 
ments had been made in the lamps for burning 
whale oil, one of the first being the Worms 
lamp, and later the Argand, which was invent- 
ed about the year 1800. But while the growth 
of the whale fishery had been gradual for 
centuries, its decline was rapid, and was due 
to the discoveries made at Oil Creek and other 
places in Western Pennsylvania of immense 
deposits of petroleum. 

Thus a few years brought about a great 
change, which became very marked at New 
Bedford and Nantucket. the principal places 
where the whale fishery bad been carried on. 

Wharves were deserted and gradually be- 
came grass-grown and out of repair for want 
of business to require their being kept in or- 
der. A long line of whaling ships lay rotting 
at their anchors, inside the Golden Gate, on 
the Pacific coast. Others were used for coal- 
ing the steamers in the ports on the Pacific. 
The last remaining in New England harbors 
were purchased by the government and sunk 
at certain Southern ports during the rebel- 
lion. 

The whale fishery, although prosecuted to a 
certain extent at present, has lost its import- 
ance as a national industry. 

CANDLES. 

Although candles are spoken of as in use at 
avery remote period, it is thought that the 
use of the medern candle really began during 
the early persecutions of the Christians. Be- 
ing forced to seek hiding places in caves and 
catacombs,the need they found for some form 
of artificial light brought about this result. 

As late as the sixteenth century candles 
were used to a very limited extent, and aslate 
as 1800 they were considered a great luxury. 
About this latter date candles had become the 
light largely employed at public meetings, 
They were the thick-wicked variety, and de- 
manded the constant attention of some one to 
snuff them. The divine or lecturer of that pe- 
riod was often compelled in the midst of his 
discourse to resort to that operation in order 
to obtain sufficient light. As late asthe year 
1830, the inventories of the properties of ds- 
ceased persons deposited in our Probate 
Courts, frequently mentioned snuffers for 
candles, 

While candles have for many years lost the 
place they once held, excepting for speciat 
purposes, it cannot be denied that the soft 
and mellowlight of a wax candle is most 
pleasant to the eye, and for certain occasions 
still remains unrivalled. A remarkable in- 
stance of the durability of wax candles was 
observed recently. A number of these, re- 
covered from the wreck of the Spanish frig- — 
ate San Pedro sunk in the harbor of Cumania, 
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South America, at the close of the last cen- 
tury, when the incrustations of coral were 
rémoved, were found in good condition, and, 
when lighted, burned as well as ever. 

COAL GAS. 

During several centuries a certain class of 
;philosophers, styling themselves alchemists, 
flourished in Europe and elsewhere, and in 
their vain and foolish attempts to find the 
Philosopher's Stone stumbled upon the facts 
which led to the discovery of gases. 

But the bonor and merit of the first applica- 
ttion of coal gas to useful purposes, though 
disputed by one or two others, seems to be- 
long to William Murdock, a resident of Red- 
ruth, in Cornwall. This gentleman, who had 
lighted several buildings in an experimental 
way, constructed gas works and lighted an 
extensive manufacturing establishment in 
1902. In this case the gas proved so satisfac- 
tory as to immediately take the place of all 

- other forms of light. The following year he 
lighted another establishment at Soho on the 
occasion of a general illumination in honor of 
peace. This peace proved of short duration, 
the bloody battles of Trafalgar, Austerlitzand 

_Jena following within a few years. 

In 1802 a Frenchman named Philipe Lebon 
‘lighted a house in Paris with gas. Thiscreated 
ithe greatest wonder and amazement from the 
sthousands who witnessed it, and the local 
mewspapers were loud in their praises of this 
mew means of producing artificial light. 
Wrench authors still claim for Lebon the honor 
of having first suggested that the gas could be 
wsed in a practical way. 

Coal gas was first introduced into the United 
States at Baltimore in 1816, and for some time 
ite progress was slow and unsatisfactory. 
Gea. Charles Roome, still connected with the 
Consolidated Company of New York, stated, 
in an address which he delivered in 1876, that 
when he first became connected with the 
Manhattan Company of that city there were 
but four or five gas companies in this coun- 
try. This company at that time lighted less 
than a dozen private dwellings, and there 
were but few street lights in which gas was 
used, 

In contrast to this there are now over 1,000 
gas works in the United States, which furnish 
employment to more than 26,000 men. ‘ 

WATER GAS. 

Ih 1798 a French chemist, named Lavoisier, 
jin a series of experiments, stnmbled upon the 
yprocess by which water gas is made. He 
gassed steam through a body of charcoal 
which had been highly heated, and obtained 
mg aresult, water gas. Just how far he might 
thave pursued these investigations can never 
Whe mown, as he by the guillotine 
@uring the reign of terror early in the follow- 
fag year, May 8, 1794. On his way to the place 
of execution he begged to be allowed one 
more day of life, to make known to the world 
an important favention, but the party in 
power refused to grant his request. 

Sundry experiments similar to those of La- 
wolsier were made from time to time, but 
while coal gas came rapidly into use, and 
ite manufacture rapidly increased, the pro- 
duction of water gas in a practical way, 
and its introduction asa means of illumination 
are quite recent. As late as 1873, Prof. Lowe 
built the first water gas works in this country. 
Great improvements have taken place in 
this process within the last few years, and it 
has been introduced into a large number of 
works in this country and Canada. It has 
meyer been made to any extent abroad, the 
principal reason being that the materials used 
in ite manufacture, namely, hard coal and 
naphtha, are not cheapand abundant as with 
us in America. 

NATURAL GAS, 

While it is true that natural gas has not 
been used for practical purposes in this part 
of the world until within a very few years, it 
ig equally true that it has been known and 
used quite extensivelyin some parts of Asia 
fora very long time. In China, for instance, 
from time immemorial, it has been used for 
lighting, and for boiling the brine yielded by 
salt wells. 

The fire worshipers of Persia have for cen- 
turies made pilgrimages to Baku on the Cas- 
pian Sea where the natural gas blazes forth 
and was venerated by them as holy fires. His- 
tory also tells us of a gas well in France,which 
was burning at the time of Julius Ceeser. 

The first recorded discovery of a natural gas 
well in the United states of America resulted 
from borings made within the present limits 
of the city of Charleston, 8. C., in 1815, but in 
this cage the gas does not appear to have been 
put to any use, In 1621, natural gas was dis- 
covered issuing from a spring, at Fredonia, in 
New York State. This discovery was made by 
a woman who had gone to the spring one dark 
night to draw some water in a pail. In order to 
aid her in doing this, she put down a lantern 
when the gas which was rising from the spring 
took fire. This alarmed the women who, has- 
tily dropping both pail and lantern, ran back 
to her home as fast as possible. This gas was 
first collected by excavating and covering the 
spring. It was then conveyed into a small 
holder made of copper, and from thence to 
one mill and several stores where it was used 
for light. This was the first practical use of 
natural gas in the United States. When Laf- 
ayette passed through the village in 18%, the 
hotel, called the Taylor House, was illuminat- 
#4 with this gas in honor of this distinguished 
man, 


OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTEH 


With the discovery of oil, at Titusville, in 
1858, mamy of the borings yielded natural gas, 
The tirst public notice of it was when the 
Rouse well, at Oil Creek, took fire from a 
lighted cigar, and a large number of persons 
lost their lives, in consequence of the explo- 
sions which followed. For many years the 
gas was considered a nuisance, and was very 
generally led from the wells in pipes and 
burned to get rid of. 

The results of the present use of the gas are 
wonderful and several branches of mechanical 
industry are being revolutionized by it. It 
has come into use quite extensively for light- 
ing purposes in certain parts of Peansylvania, 
but experience has proved that for this pur- 
pose it works more satisfactory when com- 
bined with manufactured gas. 

Natural gas is now being bored for in several 
parts of the United States and Canada, and a 
few years since a gas well was discovered at 
Ocean Spray, near Boston. But while plans 
have been made to carry this gas long distan- 
ces to light large cities, it is still admitted that 
its efficiency for purposes of illumination are 
but partially understood. 

REFINED PETROLEUM. 

From the dawn of history, petroleum has 
been known to mankind. This was true in 
the ancient cities of Egypt, Persia and Meso- 
potamia, There is also strong evidence that 
it was known in Peru before the Spanish con- 
quest, as a mummy of date prior to that 
event, now in the Peabody Museum of Har- 
vard University, has been prepared with it. 

The Indian tribes dwelling in the vicinity of 
our great lakes called the attention of the 
earliest explorers to petroleum in 1629. In 1750 
the French commander of a fort in the oil re- 
gions of Pennsylvania, wrote thus to Gen. 
Montcalm: “The surface of the stream near by 
is covered with a thick scum, which, upon ap- 
plying a torch to it, bursts forth into flame.” 

While petroleum or rock oil has been found 
to exist in various parts of the world, the bulk 
of it, as is well known, has been obtained from 
wellsin western Pennsyivania and the region 
about Baku in Russia. In the year 1854,a 
company was formed for boring on Oil Creek, 
but it met with no decided success until 1858, 
Immediately after this first success a reckless 
spirit of speculation was aroused, which, while 
it enriched a few, ruined thousands. In spite 
of this, the business of boring for oil increased 
rapidly until it has, of late years, taken rank 
among our great industries. This oil is found 
in the sandstone, which underlies the surface 
soil, and this varies in depth from a few inches 
toseveral hundred feet from the top of tho 
ground. A standard drill of about 5% inches 
has been adopted, it having been found that 
the flow from a small hole was just as great as 
from alarge one. To incrense ur induce a 
flow of oil, dynamite is now frequently used,a 
charge being lowered into the hole made by 
the drill, and when exploded, results in shat- 
tering a large amount of rock. 

RUSSIAN OIL FIELDS. : 

The wonderful deposits of petroleu 
in and around Baku, Russia, although 
known since the days of Herodotus, 
have not, until quite recently, been 
put to commercial account. About fifteen 
years ago, the Governor sent by the Czar to 
rule over his Trans-Caucasian province, took 
the matter up and developed the oil industry, 
which has since attained large proportion. The 
value ofthe petroleum exported from Baku, 
in 1883, exceeded $15,000,000. To transport this 
oil eastward, many square-rigged vessels and 
tank steamers, adapted to burn petroleum as 
fuel, are employed on the Caspian. To trans- 
port the oil westward, the Russian Govern- 
ment has, at great cost, constructed a railroad 
from Baku on the Caspian to Batoum, a port 
on the eastern end of the Black Sea, and a pipe 
line is now being built. The abundance of 
the oil in the Baku region is indicated by the 
fact that the work on the wells is conducted 
at night by the aid of the flames perpetually 
bursting out of the earth. Even the dust of 
the streets in Baku is laid by the oil oozing out 
of the surface of the ground,and where it lays 
in pools to common people scoop it up and use 
itat night to light their shops and dwellings. 

Persons who have studdied the subject re- 
lating to thedurability of the petroleum and 
natural gas supply, differ greatly in the opin- 
ion that they have formed regarding it. Prof. 
Lesley, in a recently published article, says: “I 
take this opportunity to express my opinion 
that the amazing exhibition of oil and gas, 
which has characterized the last thirty years, 
and will probably characterize the next ten 
or twenty years, is, nevertheless, geographic- 
ally and historically a vanishing phenomenon, 
and one which young men will live to see come 
to ite naturalend. And this opinion is the result 
of active and thoughtful acquaintance with the 
subject, as I have been professionally familiar 
with it, ever since Col. Drake sunk the first 
well on the plains of Titusville. The science 
of geology may well be abandoned asa guide, 
if such a production as our statistice exhibit 
can continue for successive generations. This 
cannot be. Our children will merely, and 
with difficulty, drain the dregs.” 

Directly opposite views are taken by Hon. 
Lorin Biodget, who has also given great atten- 
tion to the subject. He says: “I venture to 
assume that along period will elapse before 
the supply of ofl and natural gas will fail. The 
force with which the gas comes to the surface 
ig great, yet is uniform and continuous, such 
as a constant supply alone can create,” 


The electric arc was first discovered and 
commented upon by Sir Humphry Davy at the 
Royal Institute in London, in 1808, on which 
occasion he made his famous experiments, 
with a battery of 2,000 pair of plates. In some 
early experiments by this same man, hespeaks 
of heatiug to luminosity certain wires, which 
— forms the basis of incandescent light- 


The possibility of economic lighting by elec- 
tricity is due to the fact discovered by Fara- 
day in 1831, that the motion of a magnet, in 
relation to a conductor, would develop a cur- 
rent of electricity in the latter, and in this 
way electricity might be developed by the ex- 
penditure of mere mechanical energy. This 
coal burned under a boiler, to generate steam, 
which steam was to be used in turn to generate 
electricity, became in that way a direct rival 
to coal placed in a retort to produce gas. 

PUBLIC LIGHTING. 

The growth of the business of lighting pub- 
lic streets and squares may properly be classed 
as one of the wonders of modern times. The 
first feeble attempts to light the highways 
were made at Edessa and Antioch in the fifth 
century, laws being passed to oblige persons 
to place lights in their windows. Similar laws 
were not passed in England until the sixteenth 
century. In 1662, a body of torch boys was 
organized in London, who for a small fee ac- 
companied pedestrians. Five years later, at 
Paris, chains were hung across the streets and 
lanterns suspended from them. Early in the 
present century the streets of London were 
lighted by insignificant oil lamps, but they 
were still so dark that thieves flourished and 
robberies were common at night. 

The great advance inthe matter of lighting 
public streets has been made within the 
half century. 

A COMPARISON. 

The history of artificial light shows clearly 
that the demand for it among all the nations 
of the earth has been constantly on the in- 
crease, and that all forms and systems of pro- 
ducing it have found an ample field for their 
development. . 

Of the three substances almost exclusively 
used at present, viz., petroleum, gas and elec- 
tricity, in point of absolute economy, the first 
named outranks the other two. 

There were a few years after the whales be- 
came scarce in the Arctic ocean, and oil from 
that source high in consequence, and prior to 
the advent of refined kerosene, that the gas 
companies had the lighting field largely to 
themselves. Content with the large profits 
from the business that was forced to rely on 
them, very little progress was made either in 
improving the manufacture or cheapening 
the price to consumers. This was doubtless 
the origin of the popular feeling against, not 
only the corporations, but all who were con- 
nected with them. After more than a quarter 
of a century’s connection with the gas indus- 
try, the writer declares the years referred to 
as the most unsatisfactory in his experience, 
The advent of kerosene commenced to edu- 
cate the people to use more light, and the 
more recent advent of electricity is carrying 
this education toa much higher point, as is 
plain to us all. 


ARTIFICIAL RECEPTACLES AND CONDUCTORS 
USED IN CONNECTION WITH ARTIFI- 
CIAL LIGHTING. 
Throughout the ages there has been a 
marked tendency toward artistic forms, 
wrought often in costly materials, in design- 
ing and manufacturing receptacles from 
which to display artificial light. Candlesticks 
of gold, marble and bronre are frequently 
spoken of in history. 
Among the priceless treasures brought to 
Rome by Titus, at the close of the Jewish war 
in the first century, was the famous seven- 
branched candlestick, which was among the 
spoils taken from the temple at Jerusalem, 
It was nearly the height of a man was 
made of massive gold. Josephus’ accotffit of 
it, and the representation of it on one of the 
piers of the arch of Titus, so nearly agree, as 
to give us an accurate idea of its size and 
beauty. On the pier it 1s represented as being 
borne on the shoulders of four men. 
The candlestick itself was kept in Rome 
until the fight of Maxentimus, in the fourth 
century, When defeated by (the afterwards 
Emperor) Constantine, Maxentimus fied, but 
not until he had ordered his followers to take 
with them the priceless treasure which for 
nearly 300 years hod graced the capital. While 
the men who had charge of its removal were 
crossing the _Milvian Bridge, the candlestick 
by accident fell into the Tiber, and it has 
never been recovered. The higher grade of 
lamps found at Pompeii were mostly of 
bronze, In the temples and palaces of the 
emperors the candelabra were made of mar- 
ble and of great size and magnificence. 
In our own day we frequently find fixtures 
for gas and electric light of great beauty, and 
still there is much more to be desired if we 
are to rival the ancients in this branch of art.

The lower grades do not command much at- 
tention, though occasional sales are heard of 
at prices ranging from 22 to 35c, according to 
quality.

France to Manufacture Alcohol from 
Potatoes. 


At the sitting of the French Academy of 
Sciences on February 25th, M. Schloesing pre- 
sented an important preliminary memoir by 
Aime Girard, the professor at the Institut 
Agronomique, on a method for obtaining in 
France alcohol in larger quantities and at 
lower prices than at present, so as to compete 
with the German product in foreign markets. 
The reason of German superiority is to be 
found in the successful use of potatoes for 
distilling. While Germany produces yearly 
four million hectoliters (about eighty million 
imperial gallons) of alcohol, three-fourths of 
which are distilled from potatoes, France only 
makes two million hectoliters, obtained toa 
limited extent from beets and molasses, but 
chiefly from maize imported from abroad. 
And the reason why no potatoes are distilled 
is simply that the home grown tubers are not 
rich enough in starch to be fit for the distil- 
lery. They have in Germany varieties of po- 
tatoes especially adapted to the production of 
alcohol. They manage there to raise potatoes

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The Rumored Salt Trust. 


A telegram from East Saginaw, Mich., says 
that the proposed formation of a national 
galt trust has been advanced by the purchase 
of the plants controlled by the Michigan As- 
sociation. The negotiations were conducted 
by C. F. Burger in behalf of eastern interests, 
and the price paid is sail to have been $25,000,- 
000. The idea is to shut down all works where 
fuel costs so much that there is only a narrow 
margin of profit, the product of each district 
to be regulated by the area it can control, this 
being regulated by freight rates. 

Thé president and a member of the. Exec- 
utive Board-of the Michigan association visit- 
ed New York a short time since, in- 

the situation, and a proposi- 
tion was made for the formation of a trust, 
the basis of which was the purchase of 
all plants operated independertly of said mills 
the product controlled by the Michigan asso- 
ciation and manufactured In connection with 
mill plants, to be turned over to the national. 
trust at stipulated prices. This proposition 
was laid betore asecret meeting of Michigan 
manufacturers last week, and the members 
present voted to go into the trust on the basis 
proposed. It is not expected that all the salt 
properties inthe country will be purchased, 
but those most favorably situated will prob- 
ably be, and a large strong company formed 
which while not eliminating competition, will 
lead so far in its facilities that it will insure 
liberal dividends to the capital invested, and 
the best quality of salt at reasonable prices to 
consumers. 
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A Bed of Sponges Discovered. 


Intelligence comes from Pittsburg, Pa., of a 
remarkable growth of sponges that has been 
discovered at Coultersville, about twenty- 
three miles from Pittsburg on the Youghio- 
gheny river. The space occupied is about an 
acre inextent,and isa swamp lying between 
the Baltimore and Obio railroad and the river. 

A specimen sponge was obtained from a res- 
ident in the vicinity, and it is said to be like 
those secured from the Florida reefs. The 
Owner said he could not account for the 
growth of the sponges in the Youghiogheny 
river, as itis fresh water. “Some time ago” 
he continued, “I was told about the sponges, 
but would not credit the statement until I 
gaw them. They are found in clumps so close 
together as to form in some place, almost 
solid masses several feet.in size. Many of the 
sponges are fully 30 inches in circumference, 
while those of smaller size are countless, They 
grow firmly to the ground, and in the pores is 
a great deal of sand, which, however, is easily 
removed by washing. 

The sponge was shown to Professor Hugo 
Bianck. Hesaid: “It is certainly a remark- 
able discovery, but then thisis a big country 
and has never been explored. It is difficult to 
gay what might not be discovered if we 
searched for curiosities as they do in Europe. 
The water where the sponges are located must 
be above either limestone or slate stone, Those 
would be favorable conditions for the growth 


of sponges.” . 


A Lectare on Fertilizers. 


Mr. W. 8. Allen read a paper on artificial fer- 
tiligers before a meeting of the Society of 
Arts at the Institute of Technolegy last week 
in Boston. He said that the necessary con- 
stituents of all fertilizing substances are 
phosphate of lime and potash. The guano 
product obtained from the islands on the 
coast of Peru was the first substance exten- 
fively used a6 an artificial fertilizer. As the 
supply of this substance gradually dimin- 


mbenatactered substances were introduced to 
take its place. These were principally made 
from bones, fish chips, and‘all’such substances 
which contain phosphates ia large quantities. 
The supply still failing to equal the demand, 
mineral products began to be used, crystalline 
phosphites and all deposits of rock phosphates 
being crushed, washed, dried and refined until 
the purer phosphate of lime was obtained 
from the natural mineral phosphates in suf- 
ficient purity for commercial purposes. Be- 
side the land phosphates, large deposits of 
phosphoric substances are found.in river 
bottoms, and at present in South Carolinaa 
large industry is carried on in dredging the 
river bottoms and mining the surface rock 
about phosphoric regions. In: the refining 
process nearly 45 per cent. of all the sulphuric 
acid used in the country is employed, which 
gives some idea of the size of the industry. 
Thousands of tons of the natural and refined 
Products are exported to England annually, 
beside immense quantities used on the cotton 
and tobacco crops of the South. The princi- 
pal drawback to the successful working of 
the natural product is the extreme. unhealthi- 
ness of the location in which it is found. On 
the borders of the: Dismal Swamp very rich 
deposits of naturally phosphoric matter are 
found, but, owing to the malarial characteris- 
tics of the place, the product cannot be prop- 
erly mined or worked, 


How Europe Holds Mexico’s Foreign 
Trade, 


Writing less than two months ago on the 
condition of trade in Acapulco, Mexico, 
Consul R. W. Loughery made some very 
significant and important comments on 
American business methods, and these are 
already brought out in 4& way to receive 
notice. Published some time hence, in a bulky 
volume with other matter, they would 
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escape general attention. At Acapulco, Mr. 
Loughery says: “The stores are full 
of European goods; the machinery brought 
here in the main comes from England 
while all that is most valuable that men 
wear or have in their houses comes 
from far-distant Jands, This is not pleasing 
to the pride of an American. Our consular 
reports, moreover, aré! full of complaints 
of onerous tariff eXactions, of singu- 
lar sales, not always uniform, bristling with 
custom house fines for insignificant omissions, 
and the difficulty of meeting the demands of 
trade. But it is a significant fact that the 
European merchants and manufacturers make 
no complaints, They, wisely adapt themselves 
to the situation, acquaint themselves carefully 
through their merchants with the laws of the 
country and comply with them, When their 
goods arrive here their papers are all properly 
made out, and their goods are of the quality 
desired, and put up in such safe packages as 
to render thém ‘saleablé, They and their 
merchants rarely have any trouble with the 
custom house. They sell by sample, Being 
informed, as in this locality that a high-priced 
article of prints or domestics or other goods 
will not sell, they send, as directed, a cheaper 
article. Theyare told, for instance, that cot- 
ton goods must be put up in 24-yard packages, 
and white goods in 40-yard packages, and they 
comply. If an implement is to be made the 
directions are strictly carried out. When 
Americans violate all these rules of plain com- 
mon sense; when they quarrel with the custom- 
house, send goods that are unsalable and put 
up in packages that are-unsatisfactory, fail 
to make implements as desired, and attempt 
to sell by circulars instead of samples, and 
with no American merchants to represent 
them, is it surprising our cocntry is losing a 
trade itought to enjoy in its fullness? The 
Europeans evidently read carefully the consu- 
lar reports issued by the department and note 
the advice given in them, and also seek advice 
here, The American merchant and manufac- 
turer takes no such pains. The nu- 
merous letters which consuls receive 
show thatavery large class of Americans 
seemingly are not aware of the efforts made 
by the government, at such great expense, 
to inform them and to promote trade. If 
American merchants and manufacturers 
would move more intelligently and harmo- 
niously they would secure 4 trade that will 
ultimately develop into grand proportions.” 

With unusual bluntness and directness this 
criticism points to one of the two or three 
great obstacles to the extension of trade be- 


ished, and the demand for fertilizers increased,

The Rancidity of Fats. 


It is well known that the percentage of free 
acids in fats increases as the fats become 
dider, and that the volatile acids give rise to 
the odor of rancid fats. Our 
tnowledge of the chemical changes which 
fake place is very limited. 1t isa question 
gbether these changes are effected by the ac- 
ton of the atmosphere alone, or whether the 
foreign admixtures which are always con- 
mined in fate to a greater or less extent also 
apart; whether the fatty acids contained 
jp the neutral fat are liberated, or whether 
fheyare converted by oxidation into acids, 
tober in oxygen, or of a different percentage 
Mearbon, or whether a saponification of the 
faistakes place by the action of water with 
tho separation of glycerine. 
Jn order to solve these questions, Max 
broeger made the following experiments: 
fix different fats (tallow, cocoanut oil, cot- 
oll,'palm oil, olive kernel oil and bone 
gi) were washed with boiling water, dried, 
fiiered through paper. filled into small flasks 
Siding c.c., and hermetically sealed. A 
portion of the same fats was emulsi- 
fed with 4 per cent. of a concentrated solu- 
tion of albumen, and filled in like flasks in the 
jamemanner. A third portion was melted, 
fitered, and absorbed in strips of filter paper 
which had previously been washed with water 
gniether, These strips were loosely folded 
and placed into large glass jars in such a man- 
perthatthe atmosphere could readily circu- 
jatethrough them. Finally a fourth portion 
wasspread upun strips of filter paper which 
ad previousily been saturated with a 10 per 
gent.solution of albumen, and exposed to the 
getion of the air, as in the previous case. At 
thesame time, the percentage of free fatty 
wed and the combining weight of the total 
fatty acids separated from each fat was deter- 
mined. All the samples were kept in the 
famé place in diffused daylight at the ordin- 
gry temperature. After four years (from 
Wovember, 1881, to November, 1888,) the frea 
fattyacid in the fats contained in the sealed 
fisks was determined. Tha filter papers, 
@itrated with fats were extracted with 
¢ther, and the ether removed by evaporation. 
The residue was then repeatedly washed with 
slarge quantity of boiling water, in order to 
femove any soluble bodies, after which the 
free fatty acids were determined. 


‘The fats on the albumenized papers were 
treated in a similar manner, The results of 
fii examination are given in the follow-

when kept exposed to the air, is duc to their 
conversion into volatile and water—soluble 
compounds. The figuresin the column 
are striking, as it appears from them, as if the 
albumen interfered with the separation of the 
free fatty acid. But as the fourth column 
shows, that the atmosphere plays the most im- 
portant part in making fat rancid, this fact is 
probably explained by the lesser porosity of 
the albumenized paper, asjcompared with pure 
filter paper. 

The washed ethereal extracts of the filter 
papers exposed to the air,were saponified with 
potassium hydroxide, and the free fatty acids 
separated with sulphuric acid, washed with 
boiling water and dried. Their combining 
weight was Obtained by litration with alco- 
holic potash, using phenolphthaleine as an in- 
dicator, and compared with the original com- 
bining weights of the total fatty acids.

This comparison shows, that the combining 
weight was reduced in every instance, and 
that consequently no direct absortion of oxy- 
gen, with the formation 6f oxyfatty acids of 
the same number of carbon atoms (i. e. of a 
greater combining weight) takes place when 
fats become rancid, but that on the contrary, 
theabsorption of oxygen, causes a splitting 
up of the fatty acids into oxidation products 
containing a smaller number of carbon atoms 
(i.e. of a lesser combining weight). 

The wash water from the extracts, filtered 
cold, on evaporation separated brownish oily 
drops, which formed an emulsion with the so- 
lution as it became more concentrated. Af- 
ter drying completely on the water batha 
yellowish to brown crystalline magma re- 
mained in each case. The quantity of these 
water soluble acids, which were not volatile 
at 100° C. to about:

These residues from the evaporation, were 
dissolved in hot water, and the aqueous solu- 
tion separated from the separated oily drops, 
and allowed to cool. White granular crystals 
separated from the solution, and they were 
purified by twice recrystallizing from hot wa- 
ter. In the case of cocoanut oil, tallow and 
bone oil, the quantity obtained was just suffi- 
cient to determine the reactions. The wash 
water from palm oil 2 gms. of granular crys- 
tals, from olive kernel oil 6gms., and those 
from cottonseed oil 05 gms. white foliated 
crystals, which after drying in vacuo gaye on 
combination the following results.

It appears probable that the granular crys- 
tals from the olive kernel oil and from the 
palm oil wash waters, consisted of asmall 
quantity of suberic acid with a large amount 
of azclaic acid, while the foliated crystals 
from the cottonseed oil wash water consisted 
of azelaicacid.

tion, leaves a mass having an acid reaction. 
Heated above 300° C. the acids distil, appar- 
ently withcut decomposition. They therefore 
show all reactions of azelaic acid. 

The mother liquors from these crystals on 
evaporation, gave yellow, strongly acid resi- 
dues, consisting probably of lower acids. On 
account of the sma!) quantity it, was impossi- 
ble to isolate and examine them. These resi- 
dues were. however, examined for glycerin, 
which might possibly have been liberated 
while the fat became rancid. For this pur- 
pose the residues were dissolved in a small 
quantity of water, mixed with an excess of 
slaked lime and evaporated to dryness. The 
residues were then shaken out with ether 
alcohol and the extracts evaporated. In no 
case was a residue left, and consequently 
glycerin was not present. As a precaution, 
the filter papers, which had been extracted 
with ether, were also examined for glycerine. 
The solutions obtained by exhausting the 
paper with water, left on evaporation an 
amorphous dark brown residue of humin 
compounds. They were probably produced 
from the fiber of the paper by the long con- 
tinued action of the fatty acids. The aque- 
ous solutions were evaporated to dryness with 
an excess of lime and extracted with ether 
alcohol, but no glycerine was detected. 

Although the above investigation is in no 
way complete, having been begun with too 
small quartities of materials, and no atten- 
tion having been paid to the volatile fatty 
acids, it nevertheless appears to show that 
fats in becoming rancid are probably decom- 
posed by water into fatty acids and glycerine, 
and that these are oxidized by the atmospheric 
oxygen. The fatty acids are thereby split up 
into lower acids, which partly belong to the 
fatty acid series and partly to the oxalic acid 
series, to which latter azelaic acid, which is 
ulso always produced when fats are oxidized 
by nitric acid, belongs.—Seffenfabrikant. 


RECENT PATENTS. 


300,481. ALIZARINE-BLUE SULPHURIC 
ACID. Issued March 12, 1889. 

Claim.—As a new product, the coloring-mat- 
ter or due-stuff (alizarine-blue sulphuric acid) 
hereinbefore described,and having the follow- 
ing characteristics:It is capable of forming two 
series of alkaline salts, those containing the 
minimum of alkali exhibiting a yellow‘or 
brown appearance, while a larger proportion 
of alkali effects a change of thesaid color into

The Court Fixes the Duty on Oxide 
of Iron, 


The United States attorney for the 
southern district of New York reports tbe 
trial in the United States Circuit Court for his 
district of the suit of the Zucker & Levett 
Chemical Company vs. Daniel Magone, col-- 
lector, &c., which resulted in a verdict for the 
plaintiffs. 

The question involved in thesuit was wheth- 
er certain merchandise known as crocus 
martis, or oxide of iron, was dutiable at the 
rate of 25 per cent ad valorem under the pro- 
yision in Schedule A of the existing tariff (T. 
I., 87), for “colors and painte,”’ as classified by 
the defendant (collector), at the time of im- 
portation, or, at the rate of 20 per cent ad va- 


‘lorem under the provision in Schedule N (T. 


I., 479), for “polishing powders of every de- 
scription, by whatever name known,” as 
claimed by the plaintiffs, 

It appears that the testimony adduced on 
the trial showed that the merchandise in 
question wasinvoiced as polishing powders; 
that the plaintiff corporation was engaged in 
the business of manufacturing-polishing ma- 
terials and polishers’ supplies, and that the 
merchandise was especially imported for that 
use. 

Other evidence submitted was to the effect 
that the article was used, to a certain extent, 
as a painter's color. 

The United States attorney, however, re- 
ports that the court took the ground that, as 
the provision in Schedule A for “colors and 
paints,” &c., had appended thereto the clause, 
“not specially enumerated or provided for in 
this act,” while the provision in Schedule N 
for “polishing powders,” &c., had no such lim- 
itation, the former provision must be con- 
strued as if it read, “colors and paints, ex- 
cepting such as are used as polishing pow- 
ders,” whereupon the jury was directed to 
find for the plaintiffs. 

The judge, in the course of the trial, also in- 
timated that it is not necessary to show that 
the predominant use of the article is as polish- 
ing powders, provided it appears that there is 
at least a substantial use of this kind of article 
for that particular purpose, 

The United States attorney also reports 
that, as he understands, there are less than 
half a dozen cases involving the issue disposed 
of in the case, and that the amount inyolved 
is inconsiderable.
